ALIENATION OF 
TIMBER LANDS 



Warm Debate at Ottawa on a 
Motion for Commission 
of Enquiry 



EXCHANGE OF EPITHETS 



Hon. John .Haggart Calls Gov- 
ernment Favorites Politi- 
cal Flesh Flies 



Ottawa, Jan. 31.— The feature of to- 
day's session of the House of Com- 
mons was the continuation of the de- 
bate on tlie motion of Mr. Lake to 
appoint a commission of seven to in- 
quire into the alleged alienation of the 
lands of the Northwest. 

The debute was remarkable for the 
number of epigrams introduced by the 
participants. Among these was Hon. 
John Haggart, who referred to the 
favorites of the government who, he 
argued, fed at the expense of the 
country's resources, as political flesh 
flies, who fattened on the sores of the 
body of the beast. The retort came 
from Mr. Miller, of South Grey, -who 
bitterly attacked H. B. Ames of 
Montreal. He said the latter remind- 
ed him of a fox, which was easily the 
most suspicious of all animals, and 
the readiest to seek a hen roost. 

Mr. McCarthy, of Calgary, was one 
of the leading speakers on the side of 
the opposition. Alberta was next to 
British Columbia, the section in 
which was grown the greatest timber 
in the world, , yet the province was at 
the mercy of the timber men, all th. 
timber lands being in the hands of 
mysterious concerns with headciuart 
crs in Ottawa. He dealt with the con 
nection of Mr. Burrows with timber 
limits, and instanced cases in which 
Mr. Burrows had profited, he alleged 
at the expense of the country. 

Mr. Miller, who followed, defended 
Mr. Harrows from the charge of ac- 
quisition of timber limits for specula- 
tive purposes, pointing out that he had 
three sawmills in operation and no 
limits for sale. ' 

Mr. Herron also spoke, pointing out 
instances in which he could have se- 
cured valuable interests in the proper- 
ty disposed of. 

Dr. Mclntyre of Strathcona compli- 
mented the department. He claimed 
thkt the administration had been much 
superior and far more honest than 
that of the Conservatives prior to 
lS9ti. Dr. Mclntyre claimed that Mr. 
Ames had greatly exaggerated the 
facts, there being no such amount of 
timber on the limits as he had stated. 
Many of the limits were of little or no 
value. Mr. Ames was steeped in sus- 
picion, and could not see anything but 
faults in the administration. For one, 
he should welcome an investigation, 
but he thought Mr. Ames should make 
definite charges. There should be no 
iishing expeditions. 

After Hon. John Haggart had 
spoken, Mr. Conmee referred to him 
as a Hip Van Winkle, who woke up 
occasionally. He saw Mr. Haggart's 
name on the list of Conservatives who 
secured limits in days gone by, and 
on Mr. Haggart disclaiming all knowl- 
edge of it, Mr. Conmeo retorted that if 
ho had not got them it was because he 
did not try. 

The adjournment of debate was 
moved by Mr. Boyce. The matter will 
not come up again until Tuesday.

Governor Breaks Silence by 
Delivering Address in New 
York 



London, Jan. 31. — John Morley, sec- 
retary of state for India, replied in the 
House of Commons today to criticisms 
of the India government. Ho said the 
great mass of perplexing problems in 
India must be regarded on a common- 
sense plane, and that, it was not com- 
mon sense to talk of "Imperial du- 
mas." The government was ready, 
when occasion offered, to consider the 
inclusion of natives of India in the 
vice-regal council. 

The debate arose on an amendment 
to the address in reply to the speech 
from tho throne, proposed by Mr. 
Rutherford, who declared that the 
present state of affairs in India de- 
manded the serious attention of the 
government, that the present propos- 
als were inadequate to allay the ex- 
isting and growing dissension, and 
that measures to instruct the people 
of India in tho conduct of their own 
affairs were necessary. 



Ister King of Arms Loses His 
Office on Account of 
Theft 



London, Jan. 31. — Tf.e report of the 
commission which -has been investi- 
gating tho disappearance last sum- 
mer from Dublin Castle of Jewels valu- 
ed at $250,000 belonging to the regalia 
of the Order of St. Patrick, was pre- 
sented to parliament today. It finds 
that the safe from which the Jewels 
were taken must have been opened by 
a key, and concluded with the words: 
"AVe cannot acquit Sir Arthur Vicars 
of want of proper care In his custody 
of tho keys to the safe." 

Sir Arthur is Ulster King of Arms, 
and he was custodian of the Jewels. 

Dublin, Jan. 31. — The Gazette today 
announces the appointment of Captain 
Neville Wilkinson to suceeed Sir Arth- 
ur Edward Vicars as Ulster King of 
Arms. Sir Arthur has issued an ap- 
peal to all Irishmen to support his 
demand for a public, inquiry into all 
of the circumstances attending the 
loss of the regalia Jewels. 



IN TOR NADO' S PATH 

Whirling Storm Kills Six People and 
Destroys Much Property in 
M ississippj 



Wesson, MIssS, Jan. 31. — Six per- 
sons were killed outright by a tornado 
which laid waste a strip of farming 
country three-quarters of a mile wide 
and several miles long just north of 
here today. 

A negro who arrived about dark 
brought news of the tornado and an 
appeal for assistance. Physicians 
started in carriages for tho stricken 
district. 

According to the negro, the dead 
are six, three fatally hurt and several 
Injured. It is feared there may have 
been other fatalities than those re- 
poited by the negro. 

The tornado, which struck here 
about 3 p. m., spent Its force for twen- 
ty miles in a northeasterly direction, 
sweeping a pathway nearly a mile 
wide and damaging or destroying near- 
ly every building in this city. Scores 
of dead farm animals litter the tor- 
nado's track. Surrounding towns in 
the direct path of the storm suffered 
damage during the few minutes of the 
tornado's duration. Darkness set- 
tled down so quickly after the tornado 
that only an incomplete estimate of 
tho destruction is obtainable tonight. 



Ontario Disease Record 

Toronto, Jan. 31.— Returns to tho 
provincial board ,of health from tho 
752 divisions of the province show 
that smallpox, scarlet fnvcr, dipthoria 
and measles have been more prevalent 
in the month of December than in tho 
corresponding month a year ago. 

Nothing for Mr. Myers 

Toronto, Jan. 31.— Justice Cluto has 
dismissed the action of Joseph Myers 
against the Copeland Chatterson com- 
pany in this city for $13,000 damages. 
Myers alleged that he was harrassed 
and provoked by the directors Into re- 
signing his position of general man- 
ager.

Shutting Out the Negro 

Annapolis, Md., Jan. 31.— A suffrage 
amendment to tho constitution de- 
signed to eliminate as fur as possiblo 
the negro vote in Maryland, was in- 
troduced In the legislature today. The 
measure, which is expected to pass 
without material change, provides for 
a property qualification and an educa- 
tion test, while voters of either for- 
eign or native extraction aro admit- 
ted to suffrage without restriction 
through special provisions.

CANADIAN CATTLE 
MUST BE KEPT OUT 

Earl of Carrington Declares 
Against Lifting of the 
Embargo 



London, Jan. 31. — The Earl of Car- 
rington, president of the board of 
agriculture, speaking tonight at Lin- 
coln, referred to the agitation of pro- 
tectionists against the supply of Am- 
erican and other imported beef to the 
army. He strongly dissented from the 
claims of the protectionists, and de- 
clared that the feeding of the army 
on home-bred meat would mean an 
annual increase of $1,750,000 in the 
army "budget. 

The Earl of Carrington also said 
that he never would consent to any 
alteration in the law excluding Can- 
adian cattle from the country. The 
livestock interests of the country he 
declared, were so phenomenally large 
that it would be a crime to run the 
risk of again infecting British cattle 
with disease. 



ENGINEER DISMISSED 



Winnipeg Board of Control Terminates 
Engagement of Cecil B. 
Smith 



Winnipeg, Jan. 31. — The following 
recomrAendation to the council was 
passed by tlie board of control this 
morning: 

"That in accordance with the terms 
of the agreement between the city of 
Winnipeg and Cecil B. Smith, dated 
October $, 1906, the relationship of 
client and engineer be, and is hereby 
terminated, and that the said Cecil B. 
Smith be paid $2,500 being six 
months' salary in lieu of the, notice of 
termination of said relationship." 

The vote on the motion was unani- 
mous. This recommendation is the re- 
sult of a personal disagreement be- 
tween Mayor Ashdown and Cecil B. 
Smith, tho engineer engaged by the 
city to begin the construction of the 
municipal power plant at a cost of 
three to four millions. 

The mayor said he had nothing to 
say about the action of the board. One 
councillor gave "Insubordination" as 
the reason. 



JURY LOCKED UP 

Thaw Case Adjourned Till 10.30 To- 
J day — Rumors of Hopeless Dis- 
agreement Afloat 



New York, Jan. 31. — After waiting 
for nearly twelve hours for the jury 
in the Thaw case to report, Justice 
Dowling, after 11 o'clock tonight, or- 
dered the doors of the jury room lock- 
ed for the night, and adjourned court 
until 10:30 a. m, tomorrow, when he 
will hear any report they have to 
make. 

The rumor persisted throughout the 
evening that tlie jurors were hope- 
lessly divided, eight to four. Mr. Lit- 
tleton, of the defense, expressed the 
belief that the majority favored a 
verdict of not guilty, on the ground of 
insanity, and when he left for his 
home was still hopeful that a decision 
eventually would be readied. 

District Attorney Jerome said: ''No- 
body can tell what a jury will do, so 
what Is the use speculating?" 

Thaw retired disconsolately to his 
cell in the Tombs. He expressed tlie 
fear that a third trial would be neces- 
sary. 



Suspicious of Russia 
St. Petersburg, Jan. 31. — The report 
brought into Stockholm by a mining 
engineer that large bodies of Russian 
troops woro engaged in building a 
railroad In Norwegian territory, close 
to the Russian frontier, was called to 
the attention of the foreign office to- 
day. It was categorically denied, and 
an official of tho 'foreign office declar- 
ed that no railroad construction in 
this region was in progress. 



New York, Jan. 31. — Governor 
Charles E. Hughes, whose nomination 
for the presidency by tlie Republican 
national convention in Chicago next 
June is being urged by the New York 
county committee and other Republi- 
can county committees, gave an ad- 
dress tonight on national Issues and 
principles. Until tonight, when ho 
was welcomed by scores of well known 
Republicans at a reception tendered 
him at the Republican club, Governor 
Rughes has maintained a sphinx-like 
silence on all questions affecting tho 
country, and the delinitlon of his po- 
sition on federal issues has conse- 
quently been expectantly awaited. 

Governor Hughes told his hearers 
tonight that he did not come before 
them in any spirit of rivalry or. self- 
seeking, and that thcro aro many Re- 
publicans who by virtue of their char- 
acter and distinguished services aro 
worthy of the highest honor tlie party 
can bestow. The governor was given 
an ovation when he concluded his 
speech by declaring that the Republi- 
can party was a party of progress and 
stability. 

Governor Hughes in his speech com- 
mended tlie administration of President 
Roosevelt as one which "to a degree 
almost unparalleled has impressed tho 
popular imagination and won the con- 
fidence of the people." The country, 
he said, was under lasting obligations 
to President Roosevelt for his vigor-' 
ous opposition to abuses and the im- 
petus ho has given to movements for 
their correction. In the solution of 
these difficult problems, he declared, 
differences of opinion now, as always, 
exist with regard to the best, means- 
of solving them. 

Governor Hughes asserted his un- 
qualified opposition to the government 
ownership of railroads, but said that 
the regulation of Inter-state transpor- 
tation is essential to protect the peo- 
ple from unjust discrimination. As a 
means of railroad supervision tho gov- 
ernor suggested an administrative 
I board. The governor declared that 
i the Sherman anti-Trust act should be' 
clarified and made more explicit, that 
the law may be made stronger and 
more effective by being made moro 
definite. 

Governor Hughes declared that he 
did not believe in arbitrary action, 
and that the rule of the people must 
be a rule of reason and every move, 
must be made dominated by a sense of 
justice. 

"We must be patient and impartial, 
and thorough investigation must pre- 
cede action. Goodwill must displaco 
passion, and the solo motive must be 
to seek tho truth and do the right," 
said Governor Hughes. 

The speech of declaration was fre- 
quently punctuated by applause and 
cheers from the large gathering of 
club members and their guests, who 
were packed in an immovable body on 
the floor of the reception hall for over 
an hour. 

A reception followed the address. 



Quebec Battle Fields 

Ottawa, Jan. 31. — Mgr. Sbarctti, 
apostolic delegate in Canada, has writ- 
ten to the governor-general expressing 
his approval of the plan to convert tho 
two famous battlefields at Quebec into 
a national park. 



LABOR DISPUTES 



Townsend Arbitration Bill Favorably 
Reported by Committee at 
Washington 



Washington, Jan. 31. — A favorablo 
report on the Townsend Arbitration 
bill was issued today by the houso 
committee on interstate and foreign 
commerce. Tlie bill provides for tho 
appointment by the president of a 
commission of seven men, chosen for 
their peculiar fitness, to investigato 
each dispute between capital and la- 
bor .of such magnitude as to Interfere 
with interstate traffic, general com- 
merce, federal business, etc. Tho 
commission is given tho same com- 
pulsory powers as those held by tho 
interstate commerce commission, ex- 
cept the authority to 1 grant Immunity 
from prosecution in exchange for tes- 
timony. The bill provides for a change 
of personnel of the commission every 
three months. 



BRITISH INTERVENTION 



Belgian Inference From Paragraph of 
King's Speech Relating to 
Congo State 



Paris, Jan. 31. — King Leopold of 
Belgium has had several conferences 
here with Premier Clemenceau and 
Foreign Minister Pichon, and this 
afternoon he visited President Fal- 
lieres at tho Elysee palace.

Will Provide Survey Townsite. 

The lands and works department 
will probably have the townsite on 
Graham island, which is being estab- 
lished by a colony of Albcrtan and 
Victoria people, delimited by a Special 
survey. A deputation of those inter- 
ested waited on the chief commission- 
er yesterday and- asked that this be 
done. The members of the new colony 
some eight in number, left on the 
Amur last evening. Amongst them 
were the Messrs. Tlngley of this city, 
The decision to form the colony comes 
as a result of the trip made to 'the isl- 
and by John Calhoun, of Alberta, last 
year. Ho found the country so much 
to his liking that, with his friends, he 
staked claims and pre-empted them. 



Measure Comes Up For Final 
Reading Monday— Ques- 
tions Answered 



The subsection in the Natal bill, 
which states that the act shall not ap- 
ply to any persons whose entry or ex- 
clusion from Canada has been fixed 
by the Dominion, was struck out of the 
bill in committee at yesterday's sitting 
of the legislature. 

This is the subsection which .1. A. 
Macdonald, ICC, leader of the Liberal 
opposition, stated in his speech upon 
the bill would make it non-applicable 
to Japanese and Chinese. Nevertheless 
with his entire following he voted 
against its removal from the bill on the 
ground that the bill,- deprived of it, 
would be going beyond the powers of 
the provincial legislature. 

The situation is growing decidedly 
interesting for the .Liberals In the 
house, and the question which is being 
debated in the galleries Is whether 
they will now support the measure. 

Air. Macdonald spoke heatedly 
against the removal of the clause. It 
was virtually inviting the Ottawa au- 
thorities to disallow the measure. This 
drew from Hon. W. J. Bowser a caus- 
tic remark that, the leader of the op- 
position was very hard to suit. 

At considerable length he had de- 
monstrated his belief that this sub- 
section made the measure* non-effec- 
tive in the case of Japanese and Chin- 
ese. When a move was made to ren- 
der the measure applicable to these 
people the member for Rossland op- 
posed the move. What were his rea- 
sons for so doing? He urged Mr. Mac- 
donald to use his influence to have 
tiie Dominion government allow the act 
when passed, to stand, Then an ap- 
peal could be taken to the courts 
which would decide upon whether or 
not it was constitutional. 

A feature of the debate was the 
statement by Mr. Hawthornthwalte 
that he believed that the 25,000 Japan- 
ese in the province were all trained 
soldiers in readiness to seize British 
Columbia any time. He was in favor 
of their being excluded at all costs. 
If not by constitutional measures then 
by unconstitutional. 

The bill will come up for final read- 
ing on Monday next. 

John Oliver (Delta) has a motion on 
the order paper to the effect that an 
address be presented to the governor- 
general praying for the removal from 
office of his honor the lieutenant-gov- 
ernor. 

The member for Delta has in a mea- 
sure stolen the thunder of J. H. Haw- 
thornthwalte. The member for Nanal- 
mo has also a notice on the order pa- 
per to the same effect. Mr. Oliver's 
motion comes first, and will therefore 
have precedence. 

But little routine business was trans- 
acted yesterday after all. The legis- 
lature has a busy week ahead of it. 

The debate upon the Railway As- 
sessment act will probably occupy 
some little time. Notice of an amend- 
ment to be presented by Stuart Hen- 
derson has already been published. The 
member from Yale will move that a 
provision be inserted in the amend- 
ing hill providing that all railways 
receiving the exemption from taxation 
which that measure permits, shall bind 
themselves not to employ Orientals. 

As a similar provision was struck 
out of a previous act of this nature 
it Is unlikely that the government will 
be prepared to accept this in the form 
presented. It is probable that they 
will instead insert an amendment pro- 
viding that alien labor of the character 
mentioned may only be used when 
white labor is not to be obtained. 

The speaker took the chair at 2.I10 
o'clock. Propers were' read by the 
Rev. W. Leslie Clay. 

Bills Introduced. 
Dr. (.;. A. B. Hall (Nelson) Introduc- 
ed a bill entitled "An Act to Amend 
the Municipal Clauses Act." which was 
referred to the municipal committee. 

Hon. W. J. Bowser introduced a bill 
entitled "An Act lo Amend the Muni- 
cipalities Incorporation Act." which 
was read a first time and will come up 
for second reading Monday, 

The bill provides thai any town 
seeking incorporation may obtain it 
under the act above mentioned, without 
the trouble and expense of bringing in i 
a private lull, providing that it has no 
bonded indebtedness. 

Mr. Jarcline Wants Papers. 
John Jardine (Esquimau) moved, 
seconded by II. ( \ Brewster (Alberni), 
the following resolution: 

"That an order of tile bouse bo 
granted for a return forthwith of cop- 
ies of any agreement entered Into be- 
tween the government and the E. & 
N. railway company in respect to ex- 
emption from taxation of the exten- 
sion of the railway to Alberni; also 
for copies of all correspondence be- 
tween the government, or any member 
thereof, in respect to the same mat- 
ter." 

Mr. Jardine staled that if any 
agreement of this nature existed be- 
tween the government and the E. & N. 
It was very important that the house 
and the province should be made con- 
versant with it. He understood that, 
the E. & N. were anxious to begin 1 
work as soon as they received an as- i 
surance that they would obtain exerpp- j 
Hon from taxation. The government! 
was anxious to see the work com- 
menee in order that the unemployed 
might obtain work. 

Yet, In face of this, according to the! 
statement of the lion, member for Al- ' 
bernl, the railway company was em-j 
ploying two largo camps of Japanese! 
and Chinese. 

Premier Promises Papers. 

Hon. Richurd McBride: The gov- 
ernment will be very glad, indeed, sir, 
to lay on the table of the house, all 
the correspondence in their posses- 
sion on this matter; but I may bo 
permitted to advise my lion, friend 
that when this correspondence is pro- 
duced, it will not disclose anything In 
the way of Improper relationship be- 
tween that company' and the present 
administration, but simply show that 
in order to try and hasten tho con- 



struction of this road into Alberni, 
this government has offered to this 
railway company certain exemption 
from taxation, and I might further say 
that practically the same offer has 
been made and accepted in other cases 
by railway companies. I think, sir, 
that when I cun refer my hon. friend 
to the fact that only a very few years 
ago, a very handsome cash bonus, as 
well as exemption from taxation, was 
held out by this legislature as an in- 
ducement to bring about tho construc- 
tion of the Alberni road, when, more- 
over, we consider the circumstances 
that within the space of very few 
years, we have been able to get the 
same convenience for that section of 
the island without being compelled to 
find a cash bonus, certainly, sir, I 
think that it will be readily admitted 
that in this case the province has 
made a very good bargain. (Hear, 
hear.) In fact, sir, I believe it to be 
almost the absolute duty of the gov- 
ernment in respect to such communi- 
ties as require from the development 
point of view railway communication, 
to give these tax exemptions, if this 
action means in each instance the im- 
mediate commencement of railway 
construction. (Hear, hear) ; and in 
this manner, in order to provide the 
people residing in these communities 
with the sanie conveniences that other 
sections enjoy, I will be very glad, sir, 
to have these papers brought down. 
Mr. Hawthornthwaite's Regret. 
Mr. Hawthornthwalte expressed his 
regret that any arrangement had been 
entered into by tho government with 
tho E. & N. Railway company in the 
light of the favors which that road had 
already received. The fact that this 
favor had been granted before the bill 
had been brought into the house was 
meredy another instance of govern- 
ment by the lieutenant-governor in 
council. 

The fact that the railway was em- 
ploying Japanese and Chinese on their 
ilght-ot-way was also serious. Was 
the government aware of the fact that 
one- third of the working population of 
the city which he represented were out 
of work. A meeting had been called, 
and he thought that at that meeting 
some matters would be brought out 
which would prove of interest to the 
government. 

It had transpired that the E. & N. 
Railway company was employing 
gangs of Japanese and Chinese. If 
this was the manner in which the 
working people of British Columbia 
were to be treated, he thought that 
the house would not support tho gov- 
ernment's bill amending the Railway 
Assessment act. 

In the Dominion house the other day 
an amendment had been introduced 
extending the. time in which the ex- 
tension could bo constructed four 
years. This was very unsatisfactory. 
If the government granted the exemp- 
tion, he hoped that they would insist 
on construction being at once com- 
menced. 

The motion was then put and car- 
ried, being unopposed. 

Acts Are Committed. 

The act lo amend the Supreme Court 
act was then committed, with N. P. 
Mackay (Kaslo) in the chair. I', pass- 
ed committee, and will come up for 
final reading on Monday next 

The act to Regulate Immigration 
into British - Columbia, popularly 
known as the Natal act, then was 
committed, with Price Ellison (Oka- 
nagan) in tho chair. In committee 
some important amendments were 
made. 

'1 ne first two preliminary clauses 
were passed without comment. 

When clause 3 was reached, Hon. 
W. J. Bowser moved that subsection 
P be struck from the clause. 

The clause states that the act shall 
not apply to 

"Any person the terms of whose en- 
try into Canada have been fixed, or 
whose exclusion from Canada has 
been ordered by any act of the Parlia- 
ment of Canada." 

Causes Discussion. 

Around this the , discussion waxed 
fast and furious. 

Mr. Macdonald urged that with the 
proposed change in tho bill the gov- 
ernment was going beyond the proper 
jurisdiction of this legislature, and 
asked why this change was 'being 
made if it were not for the express 
purpose of ensuring the disallowance 
of this bill at Ottawa. If the hon. 
gentleman Wits sincere in his ex- 
pressed desire to make this bill ef- 
fective and only vV.lshed to go as far 
as this parliament could go in or- 
der to make it effective, he would let 
sub-section 1° remain in tho bill. In- 
stead of really being anxious to keep 
this legislation within the constitu- 
tional powers of this legislature, the 
government were taking steps to in- 
vile disallowance in order that they 
in ight appeal to the passions of the 
people on this subject. But if this 
sub-section were left in the bill the 
government al Ottawa would abso- 
lutely have no excuse to offer in 
justification of disallowance. 

Would Like to See Test. 

Mr. Hawthornthwalte expressed the 
opinion that it would be a splendid 
thing if the act were not disallowed 
by tho government at Ottawa, but al- 
lowed to go to the courts. Then the 
province would be able to find out 
what its powers in the matter really 
were. There: hud been similar action 
in the settlers' rights case, with the 
result that once and for all it was 
established that the province had the 
right to enact legislation of the nature 
contained in that act. 

The lion. member for Rossland 
seemed anxious to have clause F re- 
tained in the bill, and he knew the 
effect that it would have. If it was 
merely that the province might not go 
beyond its pqwers he had an amend- 
ment to offer which he thought would 
meet the requirements of tho situa- 
tion. 

Passes All Understanding. 

Hon. Mr. Bowser— To use a com- 
mon expression, sir, the ways of the 
members of Hie opposition on tills 
matter pass all understanding. Yes- 
terday the hon. gentleman opposite 
said that this bill was no good, and 
today it is pretended that wo are now 
proposing to make a change in the 
bill, which otherwise is a good bill, 
for the very uurpose and with malice 
aforethought of making It ineffective. 

Mr. Macdonald— The hon. gentleman 
is entirely wrong'. I did not make 
any such statement. 

Hon. Mr. Bowser: Perhaps then it 
was the hon. member for Delta who 
took that position. For certainly my 
motives have , been questioned by 
some hon. members on the other side 
of tho house, it lias also been stated, 
on their part, that I purposely put in 
the word "lawful" in the act of last 
year, Instead qf "unlawful," In order 
to kill that bill, and this very clearly 
shows the spirit in which these' 1 hon. 
gentlemen treat the honest efforts of 
this government to legislate upon this 
occasion. (Hear, hear.) It may also 
bo that I have 'seen this criticism in 
the Victoria Times, for tho hon. mem- 
ber for the Delta so closely adopts 
In his speeches tho stylo of that

DECLARE THEY WON'T 
AGREE TO REDUCTION 



Carpenters Resolved Not to 
Agree to Reported Action 
of Employers 



That the carpenters and joiners of 
the city should resolutely refuse to ac- 
cept any reduction In the present 
scale of wages was the unanimous 
opinion of a crowded meeting hold by 
nearly 200 members of the trade at 
Labor hall last evening. While the 
union has not received any direct 
communication from tho Builders' Ex- 
change, it has been stated in the 
press and also by some of the em- 
ployers, that it was the intention of 
the exchange to reduce the wage scale 
from $4 per day of eight hours, to 
$3.50. It was because of these rumors 
and statements of a few of the em- 
ployers that last night's meeting was 
called. 

It had been stated that the local 
contractors and builders had decided 
to reduce the scale here on February 
1 to the same as Vancouver where on 
January 1, it was said, the wages wero 
reduced, to S3. GO. That figuro did not 
necessarily mean that all carpenters 
and joiners should receive $3.50, no 
more and no less, but, as some of the 
employers have notified their men the 
idea was to pay the best skilled men 
the former wage and others would 
probably not receive even the $3.50. 

The men declare that any such re- 
duction will not bo accepted. They 
claim that if the Builders' Exchange 
Is behind the move to reduce wages, 
which they do not know because as 
yet they have received no notification 
of such, they claim they should have 
been given three months' notice. They 
further state that the claim by the 
employers that in Vancouver wages 
have boon reduced is not correct. 

The following statement was given 
out by the secretary of the local 
branch of the Amalgamated Society of 
Carpenters and Joiners yesterday: 

"At a meeting of the society, held 
on the 29th, our attention was drawn 
to your article of Tuesday's edition, re 
tho lowering of carpenters and joiners 
wages to the level of Vancouver. We 
should like to point out that the union 
wages of Vancouver still remain at 
$4.25 per day. As regards the raise in 
wages in Victoria in May last, 1907, to 
$4 per day, the short notice the con- 
tractors complain of consisted of 
three months, whereas they are giving 
us three days' notice, and that only 
indirectly through the medium of the 
press." 



Committees Will Meet. 

The private bills committee will 
meet on Monday next at 10 a. m. The 
bill' incorporating the city of Chilli- 
wack will come up for final consider- 
ation. The act respecting the Domin- 
ion Trust company will also be dealt 
with at this time. The railway com- 
mittee will sit at the same hour. The 
act to incorporate the Hudson Bay Pa- 
cific Railway company will be consid- 
ered, as will the Ladysmith Lumber 
company's measure authorizing the 
construction of a logging railway. The 
bill incorporating Crow's Nest and 
Northern Railway company will be 
dealt with at the same meeting. 



CHINATOWN ENJOYS ' 
NEW YEAR HOLIDAY 

The Annual Festivities Open at 
Midnight With Usual 
Celebration

Only those members 'Of the tribe of 
evil spirits of wind and water who 
were deaf, remained in close proximity 
to Chinatown last night when sharp, 
on the stroke of midnight the great 
celebration of the Celestial New Year 
was ushered in. With a line of noise 
which almost put to flight those of the 
curious whites who gathered in con- 
siderable numbers to witness the open- 
ing scenes in the celebration the Chi- 
nese residents started in with true 
Oriental delight to make merry holi- 
day and amid the booming of giant 
crackers, the deafening crackling of 
thousands of smaller noise producers, 
and the, flare of rockets the entire 
section of the city between Fisguard, 
Government and Cormorant streets 
was a veritable pandemonium. There 
was reason too fur I lie joy of the 
Chinese. With debts all settled and 
the annual work of housecleaning over 
the event could be properly celebrated. 

Large colored lanterns, of many 
ctdors, curiously decorated with mot- 
toes hung before each door and at 
(•very point of vantage the Dragon 
flag occupied a conspicuous place. For 
the past few days eacli member of the 
Chinese colony has shown unwonted 
i cleanliness. Every house has been 
scrubbed and cleaned from cellar to 
garret. It is the one time in tiie year, 
apparently, when the Celestial really 
takes himself in earnest in the mat- 
ter of cleanliness. New Year's day to 
the Chinaman is also a period when 
all arrears of debt must have been 
Wiped off the slate. It follows the 
great settling day of the year and 
nothing but the worst of bad luck is 
believed to attend the debtor who 
tails to make good to bis creditor. 

Last night's celebration was not. 
however, the main event. It was but 
the beginning. Today the Chinamen 
will enlcr fully into the spirit of the 
day, ami attired in their gaudiest cos- 
tumes will call upon one another, ex- 
press their good wishes and leave the 
large red visiting cards which on tills 
occasion play a prominent part in the 
celebration. 

Just how long the celebration of 
the New Year lasts depends to a large 
extent on the size Of the pocket book 
of the one celebrating. The festivities 
are often kept up for several days, 
though the more sedate Celestials con- 
tent themselves with a two days' holi- 
day. .

HEAR DEPUT ATIONS 

Requests Made of Streets, Bridges 
and Sewers For Needed Im- 
provements 



Three deputations appeared before 
the streets, bridges and sewers com- 
mittee of the city council at the 
regular weekly meeting of that body 
last night. The time allotted to hear- 
ing these gave the committee little 
lime for ordinary work. ■ 

William Ollphant, owner of consid- 
erable properly on Vancouver street, 
asked that that thoroughfare be 
graded and cement walks laid under 



tho local improvement plan. Mr. Oll- 
phant objected vigorously to tho pre- 
sent -almost impassible condition of 
the street on which city workmen had 
started to work lo Improve it, but 
had ceased operations with the re- 
sult that his property was practical- 
ly cut off from communication with 
the rest of the city. 

Canon Beanlands also appeared to 
urge tho necessity of grading Bur-; 
dette avenue, where it passed Christ- 
church cathedral, tho present condi- 
tion of the thoroughfare being any- 
thing but satisfactory. 

P. C. Winkler, to whom permission 
was given by the council, after long 
consideration, to erect an oil .ware- 
house on Collin Island, also appeared 
and asked that the city construct a 
road from the foot of Robert street 
along tiie waterfront to opposite Cof- 
fin island. 

All the above requests will be con- 
sidered by tho committee and sub- 
mitted to the council. 

Several other matters came up for 



ed. It had been Intended to use tho 
totems as part of the decoration o£ 
the grill room, but it is understood 
that they are to be used in the billiard 
room. 

The management of the Empress 
hotel purchased these totems from 
Mr. Landsberg of the Alaska bazaar 
about three onlhs ago. Tho totems 
are considered good specimens. Dur- 
ing the last few years many of these 
relics of the old-lime customs and 
life of the British Columbia coast In- 
dians, like many other things made, 
by the natives, have found their way 
into various museums or collections, 
chiefly in the United States.

in spite of the fact that the Japan- 
e government policy of monopolizing 
Auctioneer industries and enterprises has not been 
so far very productive of tho results 
expected, tendencies arc to its continu- 
ance. There are other enterprises and 
Industries which are the subject of 
rumor, in tho press and otherwise, the 
report being that they are to be 
brought under the control of the state; 
llrst, for the profit of the state; and, 
second, for the benelit of the people; 
and, since theso objects are synony- 
mous it. is said to follow that the policy 
will prove advantageous to the com- 
monwealth. Remark' as to the absence 
of evident an£N tangible success so far 
may be met by the argument that radi- 
cal ■changes are naturally followed by 
apparent set- back, and that reasonable 
lime must bo allowed for the promised 
advantages to supervene. At any rate 
that may be regarded as the situation 
in its best form, as it is now presented 
lo observant criticism. 

As to what Is coming, tho return of 
current paragraphs In the press, sug- 
gestive of the Intention to monopolize 
the sugar trade with the Industries in- 
cidental to sugar manufacture, by the 
government, is accepted as leaving Ut- 
ile doubt. The Japan Times, under- 
stood to be, in respect of policy as 
well as locally, near to tho government, 
says: "Taking into consideration that 
such profitable buriness enterprises as 
the manufacture of tobacco, salt and 
railway ownership and operating have 
been taken up by the government, it is 
not impossible that the rumors with 
regard to sugar may turn out a realized 
fact in the long run, though the mono- 
poly policy of the government has 
proved a failure in most cases. What 
effect would the government monopoly 
of sugar produce on the welfare of tho 
nation? Though the total quantity con- 
sumed by the nation Is not known, It 
admits of no question that tho demand 
Is growing year after year. And now 
that sugar is regarded as one of tho 
most Important of dally needed com- 
modities, the rise of price must pro- 
ilueo no small effect on the living of 
the nation." 

The increused cost of living in this 
country is universally remarked, and 
Is one of tho most disturbing exper- 
iences Incidental to after- the- war cir- 
cumstances. Theso monopoly appro- 
priations are, of course, mainly for" the 
purpose of revenue; but, although some 
people affect to believe that when they 
have served their purpose in that re- 
spect they will be relinquished, they 
attain a settled condition and tho dif- 
ficulty of government alienating the 
property of the slate becomes practi- 
cally insurmountable. 



Judge Lampman yesterday return- 
ed judgment in favor of tho Knights 
of Pythias who were suing' the Great 
Northern railway. The road, it ap- 
pears, had agreed to give an excur- 
sion rate to a convention and then 
refused to carry out its agreement, 
saying that a special rate was ille- 
gal. The full text of , the judgment 
follows: 

In May last, the grand lodge of tho 
Knights of Pythias held a convention 
In Nelson, and with a view to ar- 
ranging for transportation of those 
delegates who would attend from 
Victoria, Mr. Pferdner, the secretary, 
saw Mr. Stephen, the Great North- 
ern agent here,, find he communicated 
with the assistant general passenger 
agent In Seattle. The result was 
that the company agreed if the at- 
tendance at the convention was one 
hundred or more to give a rate of one 
first class fare for tho round trip. 

It was arranged that the full fare 
should be paid in Victoria and a 
receipt issued according to a stand- 
lard form supplied by tho company; 
j the delegate kept tho receipt and on 
i tho back of it there was a blank ccr- 
| ttflcate showing his attendance at 
| tho convention, and on his producing 
j the receipt to the Nelson agent and 
j tlie certificate signed by Mr. Pferd- 
ner, he was to get a ticket fpr Vic- 
toria without payment.. There was 
no dispute about the fact that over 
one hundred attended, or that the 
Victoria delegates complied witli all 
the requirements of the agreement, 
but tho Nelson agent refused to is- 
sue the return tickets, and from each 
of the seven delegates who went over 
tho Great Northrn he collected $1S.10, 
or $120,70 in all, and this amount the 
grand lodge refunded to the dele- 
gates as it pays tho fares of delegates 
attending the convention. 

The grand, lodge now sues for 
$125.70. 

Mr. Roid, for the defendant com- 
pany said that the reason they did 
not carry a out their contract was be- 
cause to have done so would have 
exposed them to a penalty of $1,000, 
under sec. 39S of the Railway act In- 
asmuch as the company's standard 
passenger tariff had not been tiled 
with the board of railway commis- 
sioners 1 and approved by it. 

Section 331 of the act provides 
that: 

"A standard passenger tariff shall 
be filed, approved and published in 
the same manner as required by this 
act in the case of a standard freight 
tariff. 

(2.) Until the company tiles Its 
standard passenger tariff and such 
tariff is so approved and published 
in the Canada Gazette, no tolls shall 
be charged by the company."- 

Based on this section Mr. Reid 
contented that the contract was il- 
legal and hence the plaintiffs cannot 
maintain their action, and he icited 
several cases in support of his conten- 
tion. 

I should bo very sorry if I should 
hhve to give effect to this contention 
and let the defendant company es- 
cape from the swindle 'perpetrated 
on the plaintiffs. If the defendants 
had been possessed of any inclination 
to act fairly with the plaintiffs they 
would have found a way out of their 
difficulty, but from the facts dis- 
closed before me, I am not satisfied 
that it was fear of Incurring a penal- 
ty that prompted them to break 
their agreement. 'They had agreed 
to charge in effect nothing for tho 
return trip; they charged -$1S.10, a 
rate admittedly not approved by the 
board, so how they escaped the lia- 
bility to a fine I fail to see. On their 
own showing they were liable to a 
lino if they charged nothing or if 
they charged $18.10; the whole res- 
ult seems to mo to be that if they 
carried out their agreement they lost 
$18.10 per passenger, and if they re- 
fused to carry out their agreement 
they would gain $18.10 per passenger. 
It looks to me as if they broke their 
agreement because they thought it 
would pay better to break it. I am 
glad to see that the defendant's gen- 
eral agent at Victoria was averse to 
the course adopted ( as appears from 
his letter of 6th May in the assistant 
traffic manager in Seattle. 
• It appears that the standard pas- 
senger tariff was not filed and ap- 
proved as required by sec. 331, but 
Mr. Elliott refers to sec. 311 of the 
act and contends that the contract 
sued on was permitted by s.s. (b.) of 
that section which is as follows: 

311: Nothing in this act shall bo 
construed to prevent. (b.) The is- 
suing of mileage, excursion or com- 
mutation passenger tickets, or tho 
carriage at reduced rates, of immi- 
grants or settlers and their goods or 
effects, or any member of any or- 
ganized association of commercial 
travelers with his baggage." 

The transaction here was a con- 
tract to give an excursion rate, and 
would include an implied term to is- 
sue an excursion ticket or something 
equivalent to it, 'and hence the trans- 
action is within the provisions of s.s, 
(b), and according to (lie first words 
of the section there is nothing in the 
act to prevent It. True, section 331 
says that until the standard passen- 
ger tariff is approved and published 
no tolls shall be charged, but I do 
not think that tho provisions of sec- 
tion 311 become effective only after 
the requirements of sec. 331 have 
been compiled with, and I am for- 
tified in this view by what Meredith, 
C.J. says in delivering the judgment: 
of the divisional court in Ontario In 
Leo vs. Ottawa fk New York Rail- 
way company, 11900); 31 Ont, 567. 
Cap. 29, sec. 227 of 61 Vic, the old 
Railway act enacted that "no tolls 
shall bo levied or taken until the by- 
law fixing such tolls has been ap- 
proved of, etc." Tho plaint ill' had 
frequently traveled by the rnilwa.y, 
and as the tolls had not been ap- 
proved ho brought an action to re- 
cover tho sums ho had paid. It was 
held that ho could not recover and 
the Chief Justice said: Although 
the act at that time had no provision 
similar to the present section 341, at 
p.571: 

"It is plain, I think, that tho the- 
ory upon which the action to re- 
cover back the moneys paid by the 
respondent was brought cannot bo 
supported. To givo, effect to it 
would bo to hold that it, 'company 
whoso tariff has not been sanctioned 
by the governor general must not 
carry on its business and is not at 
liberty even to mako a special con- 
tract with persons who may bo de- 
sirous of using tho railway for the 



purpose of travel or for the carriage 
of goods for the service which is 
desired,' arid that, if it does so. though 
the service is performed and the 
charge made for it, which has been 
paid, is a reasonable one, the person 
who has got the benefit of it may re- 
cover back what ho has paid, and for 
such a proposition I can ilnd no war- 
rant in the provisions of the act." 

Tho result is that the defend.-tnts 
must pay the 'plaintiffs $126.70 and 
interest thereon at the rate of 5 peri 
cent per annum from 15th July last.i 
and the costs of the action. i 



DRUNKS HEA D LIST 

Most of January Offences Against Law 
and Order Due to

As is usual the list of drunks proved 
by far the longest of any of the vari- 
ous offenders who roll foul of > tho 
police last month. Out o£ a total of 
eighty-four offenders charged in the 
police court, and who received more 
or less well merited punishment no 
less than forty-live were victims of 
the drink habit, but some on the list 
were repeaters, and appear in the roll 
of dishonor" more than once.

Premier McBride Throws Light 
On Lemieux Agreement Mr, 
Borden's Attitude 



OFFERS NEW SOLUTION 

1C S1 



J, H, Hawthornthwaite Will In- 
troduce Measure of Radical 
Nature Next Week 



J. H. Hawthornthwaite, M.P.P. for 
Nanaimo, will introduce into the house 
next week a bill which he believes will 
settle the Asiatic question once and 
for all. ills measure provides a pen- 
alty for anyone employing any person 
in Industries specified In the bill, who 
shall not be able to pass un educational 
test, similar to the one imposed by the 
Natal act. These industries , are 
termed "dangerous employments"' but 
a liberal interpretation is given the 
term, as coal mines, saw mills and 
lumber camps are included therein. 

Mr. Hawthornthwaite believes that 
the act can not bo disallowed by the 
Dominion government. At the present 
time there is an act upon the statutes 
of the province which provides an edu- 
cational tost for. persons employed un- 
derground in coal mines, etc.. "Under 
the British North - America act," re- 
marked Mr. Hawthornthwaite, discuss- 
ing the proposed law, "we havo tri* 
power to deal with civil rights and 
property and therefore the regulation 
of ' industries • and who are employed 
therein. 

"This act will create hardship in cer- 
tain cases. There may be a few men 
in these industries who can not read 
and write English or other languages 
and who could not pass the educational 
test but no labor legislation has ever 
been enacted nor can be enacted that 
will not inflict injurv on some peo- 
ple. 

"I believe the act will settle the-ques- 
tion om;e and for all." 

The full text of Mr. Huwthornth- 
walte's measure is as follows: 

An act to regulate employment In 
dangerous Industries : 

His Majesty by and with the advice 
and consent of tho legislative assembly 
of the Province of British Columbia, 
enacts as follows: 

1. This act may be cited as the "Dan- 
gerous Employments Act." 

2. No person who shall fail to read 
or write this act in the English lan- 
guage or in any languago of Europe, 
shall be employed in any of tiic indus- 
tries named and sot out in section 3 of 
this act, 

3. Tho following Industries for the 
purposes of this act shall be classed as 
dangerous industries: Coal mines, saw 
mills, powder works, lumber cumps, 
quarries, quartz mines or other metal- 
liferous mines. 

4. Any person, company, corporation 
or agent employing any person in con- 
travention of tho provision of this act 
or any person obtaining employment In 
contravention of the provisions of this 
act, shall hi' liable to a penalty in each 
case not exceeding $100 and not less 
than $10. 



ANNUAL MEETING OF 

FIRST PRESBYTERIAN

Hon. Mr. McBride addressed the 
following observations to the house 
on Thursday afternoon on the Im- 
migration bill In addition to what ap- 
peared in yesterday's Colonist, I 
have referred, sir. to Mr. R. L. Bor- 
den, and while, anything that he 
either may have done, or said in the 
past, cannot be fairly advanced as an 
excuse for what the Liberal govern- 
ment at Ottawa has done on this 
question, or assented to, still I am 
justified In introducing his name in- 
to this debate, because my lion, 
friend, in his speech in this house 
yesterday, wished to know what 
the leaders of the Conservative party 
had to sav, as to their policy on this 
matter; he further pointed to the 
fact that for 18 years, when they 
were in conrtol of the affairs of .the 
Dominion, they had failed to do any- 
thing at all. 

Now, sir, that Is quite true, and I 
am not here to excuse that want of 
action. I am not here to apologize 
either for what during that period 
they did, or what they neglected to 
do; but as a supporter of Mr. Bor- 
den and as a member of the Con- 
servative party, I wish to repeat to 
this house the substance of what he 
told me while lie was touring this 
province last fall, and in brief it is 
this: That if he were given by the 
people of this Dominion, the position 
of principal adviser to his excellency 
the governor general of Canada, this 
question would be settled, as tho 
greut majority of the people of the 
province of British Columbia wish 
to see it settled. (Cheers). That it 
would be settled, as we would like to 
have it settled and that our general 
voice upon this most important is- 
sue would' be faithfully and scrup- 
olously reflected in the acts of his 
administration. (Cheers). 

Mr. Borden's Stand 
Mr. Borden addressed a large pub- 
lic meeting in the theatre in this city 
in Vancouver and in the Kootenay, 
district; and lie never neglected to 
take advantage of a single favorable 
opportunity to give clear and em- 
phatic expression of his views upon 
this subject, sir, we have the as- 
surances and the most .satisfactory 
sort of assurances, from that gentle- 
man on this point. 

Mir. Macdonald: But were they ac- 
cepted? 

Hon. Mr. McBride: Certainly; they 
were accepted by all fair-minded 
men (cheers); although I would not 
expect any one with tho Intelligence 
of my hon. friend to accept them. 
(Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Macdonald: Were they accept- 
ed by the province? 

Hon. Mr. McBride: I would not 
speak for the Vancouver Province or 
for any journal on this head; but, 
speaking as one of the electorate of 
this- country, I am quite satisfied that 
the clear and emphatic statements 
which have been made by Mr. Borden; 
who is well known to be an eminent- 
ly upright and fair-minded man, have 
been received with general and favor- 
able acceptance, not only in- this prov- 
ince, but throughout the Dominion of 
Canada. (Cheers.) 

Would Meet B. C.'s Wishes. 
And for my own part, sir, I am 
more than satisfied — I am supremely 
confident — that if that distinguished 
gentleman were entrusted with '""the 
responsibilities of power at the federal 
capital tomorrow, this grave and most 
serious question which involves such 
an overwhelming menace to the best 
Interests of our people here, would be 
at the earliest possible moment set- 
tled in accordance with our wishes, 
and that the great province of British 
Columbia would receive in the most 
complete degree a speedy and just 
acknowledgment of the justice of her 
demands, and absolute fair play. 
(Cheers.) 

Liberal Breach of Faith. 
And, sir, what a breach of faitli has 
been committed on the part of the 
seven members who at the last Fed- 
eral elections, in 1904, were commis- 
sioned to represent tho interests of 
this great province in the House of 
Commons at Ottawa. (Hear, hear.) 
For as we all know perfectly well, 
each man who was then sent to the 
capital bore instructions of the most 
positive and imperative character to 
stand up on the floor of the House of 
Commons when opportunity offered 
for the plain and undoubted rights 
of the people of British Columbia in 
this matter and to support nothing 
whatever except \\\c exclusion and 
the most absolute exclusion of these 
people from our shores. (Cheers.) 
And I think that if my lion, friend 
the hon. the leader of the opposition 
will take up the files of any of the 
publications in this province during 
the campaign of 1904 ho will find that 
these gentlemen, and Ralph Smith in 
particular, went 0'>\\ii to Ottawa 
pledged to the hilt to vote for the ab- 
solute exclusion of the yellow man 
from British Columbia. 

But what, sir, do we find to be. the 
case In 190S, when this question is 
more prominently than ever before 
the public of this country? Why, sir, 
we find that theso same seven men 
wdio were sent by the people of this 
province to look after their interests 
on tills question have held up both 
hands in support of the Lemieux ar- 
rangement or bargain, from which, 
judging from past experience of the 
plainest possible character, no useful 
result can by any possibility bo seri- 
ously expected, as far as the protec- 
tion of tho interests and the adequate 
safe-guarding of the rights of our peo- 
ple arc concerned. (Hear, hear.) 
Mr. Lemieux's Mission. 
Hon. Mr, Lemieux has gone on his 
mission as a representative minister 
from Canada to Japan, and the Hon. 
Mr, Lemieux has returned. But what 
has ho brought back with him as the 
result of his trip? Why, sir, he has 
only brought back some sort of an 
assurance or understanding communi- 
cated in the shape of correspondence 
with the government of that country. 
(Hear, hear.) 

Country Can Be Flooded. 
Now, Mr. Speaker, with regard to 
tho present situation and its dangers, 
I have only this to say, and I wish the 
house to take the statement that 1 am 
now about to make as Seriously as it 
can possibly bo taken: I am strongly, 
sir, and very strongly, of the opinion 
that, as matters now stand, it is quite, 
competent for the authorities - at Ot- 
tawa to permit this country to be 
Hooded with Japaneso laborers, and 
that we have absolutely no protection 
whatever against tills threatened and 
renewed ttivaslon of pur; shores by lm- 




mense numbers of these most unde- 
sirable people:' (Hear, hear.) For it 
Is part and parcel of this bargain, that 
through the agency of Hon. Mr. Lem- 
ieux, has been made with the govern- 
ment of Japan, that with the concur- 
rence of the authorities, at Ottawa, 
Japanese laborers can come Into Brit- 
ish Columbia.

And I notice in what I be- 
lieve, is one of the leading newspa- 
pers in the Saskatchewan, a ipng ar- 
ticle in regard to some extensive pro- 
ject of Japanese settlement in that 
section "of Canada; and that some 
agents have bought up thousands and 
thousands of acres of land in those 
territories with tho view of having 
these lands settled by Japanese. 

And, I say, sir, with tho 
utmost confidence, that I am right in 
my conclusion, that it is quite com- 
petent for these colonization agents 
with tho authority of that treaty and 
of the Lemieux arrangement to flood 
Canada, and especially the province 
of British Columbia with those peo- 
ple. (Hear-hear), 

Arrangements Being Completed 
We are told in this article that a 
person lias gone to complete theso 
colonization arrangements in connec- 
tion witli the purchase of 25,000 
acres in the Northwest territories, 1 
cannot speak for the C. P. R. any 
more than I can for any other cor- 
poration, or Individuals, but I know 
that ibis report appears in a reput- 
able leading Liberal newspaper, and 
it would appear that there is a great 
deal of truth In it. (Hear-hear). 
No Corporation Influence 
And, sir, let me here repeat the 
statement which I made the other 
day in this house, that neither dir- 
ectly, nor indirectly is the present 
administration affected or controlled 
In any way whatever, in its actions 
by corporate influences.

est in this matter, if he does not 
know as well as I that tho people of 
British Columbia are averse to having 
any Asiatic Immigration In the coun- 
try. I regret this position of tho peo- 
ple there." If Sir Wilfrid regrets that 
the people of this province are averse 
to Oriental Immigration, tho only In- 
ference is that ho himself Is not 
averse to it. It is true that ho fol- 
lowed up what we have just quoted 
by saying: "I regret that tills should 
be public opinion, but it is .public 
■opinion, I know, and wo must pay 
respect to it." This is simply a case 
of throwing a sop to Cerberus. As 
a party leader he could hardly de- 
clare his intention to go counter to 
the public opinion of a whole pro- 
vince, but what we are concerned 
about is his view of the Oriental ques- 
tion, and we do not see how any other 
conclusion can be reached than that 
he is favorable to Oriental immigra- 
tion in Canada. Wo draw attention 
ugain to the language quoted, which 
will be found on page S70 of tho Han- 
sard of the present session. The Pre- 
mier regrets the position of the peo- 
ple of British Columbia. There is in 
this province a very small minority 
who also regret the position of the 
majority on this question.- We com- 
mend tho frankness with which 'the 
Premier has avowed himself as noL 
opposed to Oriental immigration, and 
his avowal enables us to understand 
why he might not have desired, that is 
assuming that the, papers show that 
he did not desire, to have any under- 
standing- with Japan on the question 
of immigration before the treaty was 
ratified by the Canadian Parliament 

There will most certainly be a very 
strong expression of public opinion on 
this question at the ensuing Domin- 
ion elections, and t lie people have a 
right to know what the facts are upon 
the point above brought out. Did tho 
a matter of 

fact urge upon the Dominion govern- 
ment the consideration of the expedi- 
ency of having an understanding with 
Japan before the treaty' was ratified? 
Did the Dominion government take 
that matter into consideration? It 
not, why not, and why was not such 
an agreement made when it could have 
been effectually made, so that Canada 
would have been free to pass the 
Natal Act or any other measure re- 
strictive of immigration? These are 
questions, which the representatives 
of British Columbia in the House of 
Commons will find it very difficult to 
answer to the satisfaction of their 
constituents-. 



DID SIR WILFRID REFUSE? 

In an Ottawa despatch to the To- 
ronto News appears a statement, which 
if correct, casts a new and interesting 
light upon the relations of Canada and 
Japan. The correspondent, who sends 
it, treats the matter so flippantly that 
one hesitates about accepting what he 
says at its face value. The story is 
that wLen the Bill was introduced 
last session to give effect to the treaty 
with Japan, Sir Wilfrid Laurior an- 
nounced "in a studiously casual man- 
ner" that ho was laying upon the 
tables of tho House tile papers con- 
nected with it. These papers, the cor- 
respondent says, the Opposition lead- 
ers did not examine, and he adds 
that among them was a letter from 
the Colonial Office asking if Canada 
wished to have a clause inserted 
guarding her rights to protect herself 
against undesirable immigration, and 
also a cablegram to the same effect, and 

that he further says the correspond- j governmen t 
once shows that neither the letter nor 
the cable received an answer. The 
correspondent points out that Queens- 
land on acceding to the treaty receiv- 
ed such protection, which is similar to 
that reserved by the United States in 
that country's treaty with Japan. There 
was not among the papers even the 
assurance given by Mr. Nosse, Japan- 
ese consul-general. ' that emigration to 
Canada would bo restricted. Tho cor- 
respondent further says that, when 
the Opposition moved this session to 
have all the papers brought down, the 
Premier excused himself for bringing 
them down, because of the pendency 
of the Demieux negotiations, but all 
the while everything was already on 
the table of the House,' and had been 
for nearly a year, with the exception 
of a letter from Mr. Jsosse, contain- 
ing the promised assurance, and that 
when til is oame, it was brought down, 
whereby the correspondence was made 
complete. 

The News correspondent expresses 
surprise at the failure of Mr. Borden 
to see through the craftiness of the 
Premier, and says that the exposure 
of the nature of the correspondence 
comes too late, that tho time to have 
brought It out, when it could do any 
good, was just before the British Co- 
lumbia elections last autumn. Un- 
fortunately for this part of the corre- 
spondent's comment there were no 
elections in British Columbia last 
autumn, but whether there were or 
not the real value of the disclosures 
of the correspondence consists in the 
fact that it enables the people, of Can- 
ada, and especially the people of Bri- 
tish Columbia, to understand the at- 
titude of the Liberal premier towards 
the whole question of Oriental immi- 
gration. Assuming that the News 
correspondent states the facts cor- 
rectly, the- British government called 
the attention of tho Dominion govern- 
ment to the fact that under tin- 
Japanese treaty it would be impos- 
sible to pass legislation' restrictive of 
Japanese immigration into Canada. 
We . do , not think that the accuracy of 
such a statement ought to be depend- 
ent upon the summary made , of the 
correspondence by .any newspaper 
man. however desirous he might In- 
to tell only the- truth. The people of 
Canada have a right to see the corre- 
spondence. The people of British Co- 
lumbia, who are represented in the 
Cabinet by Mr. Templcman, have a 
right to know if their representative 
was ever informed that the British 
government drew the attention of the 
Canadian government to this aspect 
of the treaty, and If so. why he, on 
behalf of the province, did not insist 
that such a protocol should be adopt- 
ed in regard to Canada as was agreed 
upon in regard to Queensland. Here 
is a situation that certainly needs 
clearing up. We invite the attention 
of Mr. Ralph Smith to It. If the 
papers disclose what the News corre- 
spondent alleges, how does Mr. Smith 
hope to square himself with his con- 
stituents, when he asks them to re- 
new their support to tho Laurler gov- 
ernment because, among other things, 
of the manner in which that govern- 
ment has dealt with the Japanese 
question'.' We can easily understand 
Sir Wilfrid's position. Whatever may 
be said about the manner In which the 
News correspondent thinks he pulled 
the wool over the eyes of the House 
about the papers laid upon the table, 
he is frankness itself on the ques- 
tion of Oriental immigration into Can- 
ada.

THE CONSTITUTIONAL ISSUE. 

We have no intention of repeating 
anything said yesterday in the Colo- 
nist regarding the constitutionality of 
the reservation of the Bowser Bill. 
What we then said was in discharg 
of a promise made to our readers a 
the very outset of the discussion to th 
effect that, when all tho facts were 
made public, we should express 
opinion. Contemporaries endeavored 
to force such an expression of opin- 
ion, at an earlier stage of the discus 
sion. but at a time when the Liberal 
press was demanding investigation 
and making all kinds of threats, the 
Colonist refused to move from its atti- 
tude of suspended judgment. When 
tho facts were all before us we stated 
our views plainly and unequivocally, 
without importing into the discussion 
any personalities whatever, or saying 
a word more than the facts of the 
case made necessary. At the same 
time there were some references made 
by the Times last evening which we 
think call for some comment. 

Beginning with the assertion that 
this paper thirsts for the Lieutenant- 
Governor's blood, for which statement 
there is no warrant whatever in any- 
thing that the Colonist said, for 
we hope always to In- able to ex- 
press dissent from the view any gentle- 
man in a public position may take of 
his powers, without questioning his 
motives or thirsting for his blood, 
official or otherwise, it tells its 
readers that the- Colonist admits that 
Ills Honor acted without authority 
from Ottawa, which, indeed we 
never denied, for It was one 
of the points upon which we declined 
to express any opinion whatever until 
all the facts were brought out. It fur- 
ther says that it was the duty of the 
provincial government to take the 
question before the "higher authori- 
ties," because it says the Ottawa 
-authorities cannot be supposed to 
know the facts. But they do know 
tho facts. Every incident in tho 
transaction from beginning to end 
is before them officially, Tho Lieu- 
tenant-Governor's letter, though brief, 
is explicit. The Ottawa author- 
ities know the meaning of the Order 
in Council, which declares that a 
provincial ministry may not advise a 
lieutenant-governor to withhold as- 
sent. They say that they did not ad- 
vise him to do so. They therefore, 
know as well as anyone else that 
His Honor acted on his own con- 
struction of his powers. What more 
could they know if Mr. MeBrklo 
took the matter up fifty times? 
Our contemporary says that Mr. 
Mc'Brlde, by taking a point 
of order against Mr. Hawthorn- 
thwaife's resolution exhibited in- 
sincerity; but Mr. McBride, as leader 
of the house, is bound to see that no 
resolution shall be moved which is as 
contrary to the spirit of its rules a;\ 
that moved by Mr. Hawthornthwalto 
was. 

Our contemporary has got itself 
badly mixed up over a reference to 
What was said by'the Colonist several 
months ago. We then suld that tho 



from that of the British Parliament to- 
wards the Crown, because while the 
latter can depose the sovereign, tho 
local legislature cannot dismiss a lieu- 
tenant-governor. The Times says that 
we claimed that the idea of Parlia- 
ment dismissing a sovereign Is an ab- 
surdity. If our contemporary will 
search Its Hies, it will see that it has 
attributed Its own observation to us. 

Again our contemporary is in error 
in saying that the Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor's advisors have taken refuge be- 
hind' their oath of office as to whether 
or not they advised assent. The Pro- 
vincial Premier has expressly stated 
that he did not advise the Lieutenant-' 
Governor, who was acting as a Do- 
minion officer, and tho Order In Coun- 
cil t.u which our contemporary refers 
expressly says thnt a provincial min- 
istry may not advise a lieutenant- 
governor to withhold assent. Wo go a 
step further and say that a provincial 
ministry may not advise a lieutenant- 
governor to disregard what ho regards 
as his Instructions, lie must inter- 
pret these as best he can with such 
assistance as he may receive from 
those giving him the instructions. Our 
contemporary also says that the power 
of reservation Is given to the lieuten- 
ant-governor to protect Imperial In- 
terests. On tho contrary they ore for 
the protection of federal interests. 

Our contemporary cites referen 
from the Montreal Gazette ami the 
Montreal Witness, neither of which 
are of any value because both are 
based, upon an inaccurate knowledge 
of the facts and the law. The Gazetto 
thinks that the reservation may have 
been to prevent an erroneous enact- 
ment from coming into effect, which 
was not the case. The Witness takes 
the position that the Dominion gov- 
ernment has no control over a lieu- 
tenant-governor, which is directly 
contrary to tile construction of the B. 
N". A. Act, given in the Order in Coun- 
cil, which we quoted yesterday.

This gives an assurance of a very 
necessary breathing spell in dealing 
with an exceedingly delicate problem, 
but we feel certain that nowhere is 
(t better realized than in London that 
"we have scotch'd the snake, not 
killed it." 



An impression seems to have been 
created by an observation m yester- 
day's Colonist that Mr. Speaker has 
taken the position that his decision of 
tmy question is final. We endeavor- 
ed to make it clear lliut we did not 
think so, but that all his decisions are 
subject to be overruled by the house. 
Mr. Speaker EbertS takes no wider 
view of his powers than his predeces- 
sors have exercised, or than is in 
perfect accordance with 'the rules and 
traditions of parliament. 

The School Board has grappled 
with the problem of how to provide 
increased school accomii/odation in a 
very intelligent fashion. There ap- 
pears to be complete unanimity among 
the members that a forward policy is 
Imperative at this juncture. We feel 
some confidence that public opinion 
will strongly indorse that attitude. 
Victoria has quite outgrown its pres- 
ent educational facilities, and to meet 
the. case large expenditures will be 
necessary. That is quite clear. Let 
the Trustees present a well-matui^d 
programme for the provision of in- 
creased accommodation, and the rate- 
payers will not, we fancy, display any 
hesitancy in indorsing the same. „ 

We think it unfair to charge that 
the Vancouver /authorities are re- 
sponsible for the coming to Victoria 
of a group of "undesirables" who have 
been driven out of the Terminal City. 
As we understand it, the practice, 
when members of this class are told 
to "move on," is to refrain from any 
suggestion as to where they should 
go, and we cannot believe that the 
Vancouver authorities could have de- 
parted from that practice in the 
present instance. Chief Langley is 
reported as saying that the polics of 
the mainland city should have noti- 
fied his department that these ques- 
tionable characters had taken passage 
for Victoria. We confess to some 
surprise that the intelligence bureaus 
of both cities should show such a 
weakness. We don't know much 
about the police business, but we 
fancy that one of the things vital to 
success is that there should bo the 
most complete harmony amongst the 
officers in the various cities which are 
subject to an interchange of crimin- 
als or the vicious.

\ A board of tradr - hich includes in 
Sits programme such topics as the All- 
Reel Line, the Torens System of Land 
Registration, Technical Education, the 
French Treaty and Reciprocity with 
(i the West Indies, is doing something to 
Justify its existence. These are big 
questions of prime importance not only 
to this city but to the whole country. 

Wo are constantly being reminded 
l>y the prophets of evil that this old 
•world of ours Is on the down grade, 
that tho foundations of society are be- 
ing eaten away by the corroding in- 
fluence of immorality, greed and grain 
etc., etc.; but our despondency at such 
gloomy predictions is alleviated at 

• reading in an exchange that just 100 
years ago, George Washington had the 
blues and wrote to a friend: 

If I was to be called upon to draw a 
picture of the times and of men, from 
what I have seen and heard and in 
part known, I should in one word say 
that idleness, dissipation and extrava- 
■ gance seems to have laid hold of most 
or' them; that speculation, peculation 
and an insatiable thirst for riches 
seems to have got the better of every 
other consideration and almost every 
order of men. I need not repeat to you 
that I am alarmed" and wish to see my 
countrymen aroused. 

At a time when Victorians are prone 
to declare that they are enjoying cli- 
matic advantages in excess of any 
other portion of the Dominion it is 
well that they should be reminded that 
Montreal "is no slouch" (as George 
Ham would put it) in the matter of 
weather, when it comes right down to 
the facts of the ease. Hearken to the 
Montreal Witness: 

Everybody who knows anything 
about Montreal at all knows some- 
. tiling of the length of the winter, the 
depth of our snow, and the dips of the 
thermometer. What we need to show 
them is that we go about in lighter

I An eloquent' reminder that the world 
: is rapidly shrinking through the an- 
nihilation of distance by means of 
modern methods or transportation is 
furnished in the fact that Hon. Ru- 
dclphe~ Lemieux made his journey 
from Tokio to Ottawa in fourteen 
> days. This leads the Toronto Tele- 
gram to remark: 

Tokio. to Ottawa is the short jour- 
ney that Hon. Rudolphe Lemienx cov- 
ered in fourteen days. How long 
would a Japanese expedition take to 
cover the same distance if it met no- 
thing to stop its progress but Canada's 
objection to militarism? The world is 
getting to be a small place when Ot- 
tawa Is only fourteen days away from 
Tokio. Smaller even than the modern 
world is the spirit of a people who 
have millions for every sort of "grab 
and graft," and not a cent for pur- 
" poses of national self-defense on the 
high seas. 

Dealing with the problem of Oriental 
immigration, the Monetary Times 
rises to offer a few remarks which are 
worthy of thoughtful interest, coming 
as they do from such a serious-mind- 
ed source. We quote: 

The position of tho Canadian Pa- 
cific Railway and other enterprises 
which require labor is peculiar. They 
must have labor, and probably care 
little whether it be white or yellow. 
The general status of the Japanese 
laborer is lower than that of the Eur- 
opean. Thus the former may be ob- 
tained in greater numbers, and in 
some cases at lower wages. One way 
. to prevent the influx of contract labor 
' from the Far East is to make con- 
tract labor illegal. In that event the 
stream from Europe would be induced 
to become larger. In that event, too, 
an intricate point would be involved as 
to whether a government can dictate 
to private enterprises, as to when, 
where, and how their labor shall be 
obtained. Negotiations up to the pres- 
ent have temporarily healed the inter- 
national wound, one which had bogun 
to gape. The whole question may one 
day evolve itself into a definite deci- 
sion as to whether or not the Oriental 
shall be excluded altogether from this 
continent. In fifty years the Far East 
may Itself advance the problem to a 
point where only drastic diplomatlsm 
or unparalleled warfare can decide tho 
Issue.

Lord Rosebery onee played upon a 
stage, not, it is true, as a good fairy, 
but as "Dougal" in Rob Roy. It was 
at Dunfermline, a great many years, 
ago, in some amateur theatricals. Lord 
Rosebery had to wear a wig of "fluffy' 
carroty hair, and to the delight of the 
audience he lost it in one of the rough- 
and-tumble scenes. Quite undlsturb-, 
the noble player picked up the wig 
iuid put it . on the wrong .way.,., The 
house roared with joy, with the ex- 
ception of one old Scotch woman, who 
was heard to say, "That Dougal's gowk 
whaover he is. He's dune his best to 
turn a gran' play like Rob Roy into a 
pantomime." 

In "An Edinburgh Eleven" Mr. J. M. 
Barrie confesses to having once made 
a mighty effort to clout Lord Rase- 
bery on' the head. He says: "The 
first time I ever saw Lord Rosebery 
was in Edinburgh, when. I was a stu- 
dent, and I tiling a clod of earth at 
him. He was a peer; these were my 
politics. I missed him, and I have 
heard a good many journalists say 
that he is a difficult man to hit." It 
is the same author who tells the story 
of how his lordship came to realize the 
advantage of owning swift horses. His 
brougham had met him at Waverley 
Station to take him to Dalmeny. Lord 
Rosebery opened the door of the car- 
riage to put in some papers, and then 
turned away. The coachman heard the 
door shut, and thinking that his mas- 
ter was inside, set off at onee. 

The coachman drove seven miles un- 
til he reached a place where it was 
Lord Rosehery's custom to alight and 
open a gate. Here the brougham 
stood for some minutes, but at last 
the eoaehmnn became uneasy and dis- 
mounted. His brain reeled whe he saw 
the empty brougham. He could have 
.sworn to seeing his lordship enter. 
There were his papers. What had 
happened? With a qunkintr hand the 
horses were turned, and driving back, 
the coachman looked fearfully alonK 
the sides of the road. He met Lord 
Rosebery traveling in great good 
humor by the luggage omnibus! 

T.ei-d Povverscourt, who has just re- 
signed his position as comptroller of 
the Lord-Lieutenants Household and is 
going to America, is a splendid, sol- 
diery figure, of a man, who must 
be one of the tallest members of the 
Upper House for he stonds <i ft 4 in. 
He will be twenty-eight next July, and 
on his succession to the title some 
three years ago lie retired from tho 
Irish Guards, much to the regret of 
that gallant corps. Soon after this 
event a friend of the family was talk- 
ing to a laborer on tho estate about 
the old lord, and was assured 
"Faith, thin, he was a good 
man; but the young one is no worse, 
but better, indade." 

It used to be an article of faith in 
Ireland that there was a curse on tho 
House of Poworscourt — namely that 
the holder of the title should never 
see his successor. Put tho curse was 
broken even before the birth of the 
present peer, who himself has a son 
and heir of two years old, and a 
daughter aged three. Lady Powers- 
court, who is a near relative of Lord 
Radnor, is a tall, graceful-looking lady, 
and is deservedly popular at her AVIck- 
lnw home. She is devoted to garden- 
ing and also to animals. In the lat- 
ter she has a catholic taste, which fa- 
vors the rare Irish wolfhound, the 
cocker spaniel, and the chow. She 
also shares her husband's lovo of mo- 
toring. 

Poworscourt House is in part a 
mediaeval stronghold with ten-feet- 
tlilek walls, placed amid some of the 
loveliest scenery in all Ireland. The 
fine terraces were the work of an 
architect of genius named Daniel 
Robertson, who had the peculiarity of 
making his best designs when under 
the influence of sherry. Naturally he 
was a martyr to gout, and he used to 
bo driven about In a wheelbarrow af- 
fectionately nursing a bottle of sherry, 
and as long as tho bottle lasted ho 
could direct the workmen. Robertson 
was always in debt and when the 
sheriff was after him the servants?, 



would hide him in tho great dome at 
the top of the house. The late lord 
used to toll a story of how he once 
built some two-storeyed loborers' cot- 
tages. Visiting them a year later be 
found tho staircases had- all vanish- 
ed, and it was blandly explained to 
him, "Och, shure, they made fine fire- 
wood!" Then, when he asked how the 
occupants got upstairs, he was told, 
"Shure, 'tis . only the fowls live up 
there." 

At Poworscourt Is a wonderful iron 
gate, which is indeed only one of 
many beautiful examples there, but it 
is unique in that, as you approach it, 
it looks exactly like a long avenue of 
trees. Great is the surprise of visitors 
who do not know of this peculiarity, 
when they come up close and the av- 
enue seems to vanish under their very 
eyes. 

Lord Aberdeen is to bo congratulat- 
ed on having got such a good business 
man as Lord Pirrie to succeed Lord 
Powerscourt as Comptroller of the 
Viceregal Household,, though the sal- 
ary £300 a year can hardly 
have been a temptation to tho wealthy 
chairman of the great shipbuilding 
firm of Harland and Wolff. It is no 
doubt Intended to make radical re- 
forms and economies in the Household 
similar to those carried out by Lord 
Farquhar at Windsor Castle and Buck- 
ingham Palace on King Edward's ac- 
cension. 

Lord Pirrie who is, sixty, is, curiously 
enough, by birth a Canadian, but all 
his interests are connected with Uls- 
ter.. He was, indeed, till comparatively 
lately, an ardent Unionist, but the tar- 
Iff agitation reconciled him to the Lib- 
erals' and he was raised to the peer- 
age last year. In business he has done 
much to raise Harland and Wolff's to 
their present proud position at the 
:head of the shipbuilding Industry, for 
he was quite a youth when he first 
entered the service of the firm. Lady 
Blrrie is a daughter of a well-known 
Belfast professor. She unites with a 
handsome face and presence the charm 
of a singularly sweet voice and. most 
winning manner. Together wit'h her 
husband she has keen artistic appre- 
ciation, and both at their seat. Ormis- 
ton, near Belfast, and at their fine, 
town house in Belgrave Square, Lord 
and Lady Pirrie possess notable col-* 
lections, Including works by modern 
painters such as Lord Leighton, Davis, 
Leader, Peter Graham, Goodall, and 
Croft. — M. A. P. 

Prince Demidoff, who is about 
starting on one of the most elaborato 
sporting expeditions even of modern 
times, and who for tho first time on 
record is to bo accompanied by a pro- 
fessional cinematographer, is, it is 
perhaps needless to say, not long out 
of his legal infancy. The Russian 
house of DemidofC, however, is ex- 
tremely wealthy yet. It amassed an 
enormous fortune from a monopolistic 
exploitation of mines in tho seven- 
teenth century, and has always been, 
and still Is, able to indulge the whim» 
of the Russian autocrat. There were 
travellers of the family before the 
Demidoff, though Count Anatole, who 
was one of them, did not travel quite 
on the same scale as his descendant.

Whon 
this union was dissolved by mutual 
consent the great-grandfather of the 
present Tsar fixed the allowance -to 
be paid to the Princess at two hun- 
dred thousand roubles per annum as 
the least a Demidoff could give.

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The "Daily Telegraph's" special cor- 
respondent in Ireland writes: In the 
last session when an Irish Unionist 
member put a question to Mr. Birrell 
to draw attention to a disordered area 
In the West the Nationalists, inspired 
by one of Mr. Blrrell's own phrases, 
frequently, dubbed him a "carrion 
crow." That description Is likely to 
recoil on the party which revelled In 
apply It to others. You could not bet- 
ter convict the notorious United Irish 
Leauge of intimidating and boycotting 
than by culling from the columns of 
the organs which support the Nation- 
alists the official reports of meetings 
signed by the branch secretaries. In 
the west and in some parts of the 
south practically every edition of tho 
local press will give you instances of 
the magnitude of the conspiracy to 
bring to their knees the men who are 
so rash as to have opinions which dif- 
fer from those of the league organiza- 
tions. In no instance during his rule 
at Dublin Castle has the chief secre- 
tary thought It his duty to suppress 
this dangerous system of circulating 
the decrees of the league. In some of 
the reports of league meetings publish- 
ed in the local Nationalist papers great 
pains are taken to give the full names 
and addresses of the persons who have 
become "obnoxious." These reports ap- 
pear above the names of -the joint sec- 
retaries of the branches, and no efforts 
are spared to make the identification 
of the person warred against as com- 
plete as possible, and at the same time 
to show that the orders of the league 
are bqeked by the authority of the 
local executives. One paper in pub- 
lishing • these notices displays on tho 
top of the column the crossed blunder- 
buss and axe, a symbol of the art of 
peaceful persuasion! The editor tells 
his contributors that "all reports must 
be properly vouched by the secretary 
of tho branch and the names of those 
persons should be given." These di- 
rections are carried out to the letter. 
In one Issue there wero three columns 
of reports of branch meetings. Certain 
landlords who declined to reinstate 
evicted tenants were ordered to bo 
boycotted. A man who worked on a 
! farm from which a leaguer had been 
evicted was told that he would not bo 
.pronounced as "freo" until he ceased 
such work. Members who were sup- 
posed to have Infringed the "princi- 
ples" of the league were summoned to 
appear before the league tribunal, and 
neighboring branches were asked to 
put "pressure" upon persons holding 
land formerly fanned by an evicted 
tenant, and to make them "resign" 
their grasp of those farms. A state- 
ment made by Sir. Antony MacDonald 
before the Congested Districts Com- 
mission has been repeatedly used by 
the agitators as a proof that the gov- 
ernment, desired to see foroo used to 
compel landlords to surrender their 
lands. Sir Antony told the Commis- 
sion, "I want to put it prominently 
forward that the Estates Commission- 
ers are anxious to push the policy of 
purchase, and that they are prevented 
by tho policy of the landlords and 
their refusal to allow Inspection. If 
you do not let the Estates Commis- 
sioners approach to you (tho land- 
lords) we want to get the Congested 
Districts Boards to do 30, and if you 
will have nothing to say to either we 
want to compel you." 

Dondon Daily Express.— Mr. Augus- 
tine .Birrell . Is an amiable gentleman 



and an accomplished and witty writer, 
but his attempt to govern Ireland is 
nothing less than a pitiful and scan- 
dalous failure. As a matter of fact 
it is altogether a misnomer to talk of 
Mr. Blrrell's "government" at all. 
There is only one law in Ireland and that 
is the law of the league. There is no 
such thing as an Irish nation, and 
there never will be. Ireland is, and 
ever must remain, an integral part of 
the British Empire, and there .Is no 
more excuse for Mr. Birrell 'allowing 
shooting outrages" in Claire than there 
would be for. Mr. Herbert Gladstone 
to tolerate murder in Kent. The ordi- 
nary law being utterly ineffective in 
the suppression of the criminal in- 
stincts of a certain section of the Ir- 
ish people, led away as they are by ir- 
responsible unscrupulous politicians, 
the extraordinary law must bo set in 
force. Mr. Birrell has the Crimes Act 
ready to his hand. Experience has 
proved the sharp and excellent effect 
of coercion. Possibly deterred by the 
threats of Mr. Redmond, possibly ami- 
ably affected by the lamentations of 
the "patriots" ever ready to deplore 
ills for which they themselves are 
largely responsible, Mr. Birrell stays 
his hand. But the time has gone by 
when hesitation is possible. We say 
deliberately that outrages are possible 
of suppression, and that If the Execu- 
tive does not suppress them then it 
shares the criminality. We sincerely 
hope, indeed we believe, that Mr. Bir- 
rell will follow the admirable lead of 
Mr. John Morley, and, even at the 
eleventh hour, will show ho does pos- 
sess some sort of a steel hand beneath 
tho velvet glove. When parliament 
meets if disorder still reigns in Ireland 
It will be the duty of the Unionist 
party to direct its attention towards 
this 'most crying scandal.

The year starts out exceedingly well 
In the matter of growth in bank clear- 
ings. For the month of January the 
total clearings were $4,391,095, com- 
pared with $3,909,509 for the same 
month in 1907, and $3,517,4.14 for Jan- 
nary, 190(1. These figures indicate the 
decided improvement in trade condi- 
tions In Victoria when compared with 
the same, month a year ago. 

it is customary after the Christmas 
holidays for business to quiet down, 
und such Is the natural reaction after 
the activity of the holiday season, but 
January clearings, despite this looked 
for abatement in trade activity, are in 
excess of December, the figures for 
the latter month being $4,3Cl,242. 

Local business men state that busi- 
ness during the past month has shown 
a marked improvement over last year, 
in fact one merchant of long standing 
in the city puts down his Increase, at 
over thirty per cent., and he states 
that his experience has been that of a 
large number of other merchants. 
Victoria Heads List. 

The satisfactory state of local trade 
as compared with other centres of 
the Dominion is shown by the clear- 
ings for the past week. Victoria heads 
the list of Canadian cities, witli an 
increase over the same week a year 
ago of no less than 22.4 per cent., Hie 
city making the next best showing 
being Winnipeg, with an Increase of 
S.ii per cent., -while Vancouver comos 
third with an increase of but T.;' per 
cent. The state of trade In Montreal 
and Toronto and other centres is 
shown by the fact that clearings of 
those cities show decreases from last 
year.

The last nail in his coffin 

was tjie production of a letter found 

among his papers, purporting to come 

from a German consul at Vancouver, 

but admittedly written/ by and ad- 
dressed to himself, stating that papers 

had been received from Germany by 

virtue of which he was to receive' a 

quarterly a.llowanco of SB, 000. There 

was no evidence to show that he had 

made any use of this letter or that 

anyone had seen it except his friend 

Schaefer, but the magistrate remarked 

that finding sueli a letter,, under the 

existing circumstances, was like find- 
ing a dark lantern and skeleton keys 

in the possession of a man suspected 

of burglary. Tho accused said he 

wrote the letter for "nonsense." 

Ernest Schaefer, a friend of the ac- 
cused, testified that Werner, who had 

sworn the day before that he had 

never seen Gassendorff with more 

than $5 or $10 on him, had told him 

that he had seen the accused with 

considerable quantities of money on 

him, and that he had had a good deal 

of money with him when he arrived 

here. In reply to questions he said 

that practically all that ho knew of 

the accused be had learned from him, 

but that he believed tho Btory because 

Von Kapps, a German whom he know 

and could believe, had confirmed what 

Gassendorff had said in respect to bis 

family. Ho knew of no reason why 

ho should not have served in tho 

German army as he said he had. 

Mr. Higgins cross-examined him at 

great length and extreme severity as 

to why ho should have helped the ac- 
cused, the witness admitting that he 

was the only friend he had in the 

town. The witness said he heloed him 

because he was a stranger in a 

stranpo land. 

Gassendorf on Stand. 
The accused then took the stand in 

his own 'behalf, giving his name as 

Winfrieh von Gfug Gassendorff. He 

said that he arrived here about Au- 
gust 1, with about $500 in cash and 

a traveler's letter of credit issued by 

the State Bank of Germany for 75,000 

marks, which constituted tho wholo 

of his private fortune. Tho school re- 
ports referred to the day before were 

not from any kind of a disciplinary 

school as stated by Mi-.' Werner. They 

were from a well-known agricultural 

school, one of the best in Germany, 

of which 'Werner probably kne\V noth- 
ing. He had bcerr- deceived by'.a cer- 
tain familiarity In name. 
For a while after his arrival he used 

to go to the Poodle Dog for supper 
j nearly every night, and had spent a 
| lot of money on wine and entertain- 
ing fast women he met there. Smith 

had on three occasions Introduced 

him to fast women there. Explaining 
' why the name Gassendorff was not 
| to bo found on ills birth certificate, 

he said that in 1902 Ms uncle bad 
I died, whereupon his father inherited 
! the title and estates and became tho 
| head of the family. As the eldeSt son 

he was entitled by German usago' to 

style himself the Frolherr von Gassen- 
dorff. The titles of both bnron and 

froiherr belonged to his family. The 

latter title belonged to a number of 

old families whose lands were origin- 
ally not subject to taxation. The 

Emperor no longer had power to 

eroato any new ones. He had been 

four years in tho army, in the Fif- 
I teenth and Eighth Hussars, the lat- 
I tor being one of the smartest regi- 
| ments in the German army. His fath- 
er was angry when he left the nrmy 
I and In consequence of family friction 

ho had left Germany to employ him- 
self elsewhere. 

He denied that he had ever told 

Smith that he had taken the' money 

he had lost out of the Dominion safe. 
I He had never talked to him much 

about himself. When Smith heard 

of his loss be bad volunteered to let 

the witness have any money he want- 
ed to get along with, and he had 

availed himself of tho invitation. The 

last that the witness bad seen of the 

poeketbood containing tho money and 

the letter of credit wns in the Poodle 

Dog, and he thought he lost it there. 

He hod not missed it till later, when 

lie telephoned about it. He was out 

that night with a, friend and it was 

possible that he had dropped it on his 

way to the tenderloin.

What he iiad said was thai 
I he had had a letter of credit good at 

the Rank of Montreal. The other 

witnesses must have misunderstood 
' him. 

Is Cross- Examined. 

The accused was subjected to an 
almost endless cross-examination by 
Mr. Higgins, who did not succeed in 
shaking his story to any material ex-. 
Lent, though he forced him to admit" 
a number of damaging facts. He ad- 
mitted writing tho letter referred lo 
above, and also to borrowing $12 from 
(he bellboy at the Dallas, which had 
been repaid by Mr, Schaefer. He also 
admitted having made out a cheek 
for $50, but said he had not attempt- 
ed to pass it on anyone. He said it 
was mnde out in a. joke In the bar-' 
room and that he afterwards threw 
it on the floor. The boy picked it up 
from tho floor and he said he could 
keep It. He denied ever having said 
he bad any money in the local Bank 
of Montreal. 

Mr. Higgins took him in detail 
through his entire career from child- 
hood, which elicited statements that 
Gassendorff had served through a 
campaign in the Camernons in Gor- 
man West Africa, and had afterwards 
served with tho French army In Mor- 
occo. After that ho had returned 
homo and then began to travel. He 
said his mother had made him a pres- 
ent of 10,000 marks when he left, 
which be bad changed Into * Canadian 
money on reaching Montreal, it was 
the remains of that money which he 
ad on arriving here. He had drawn 
about $1,200 on his letter of credit in 
Eondon and at Las Palmas, Canary 
islands, before reaching Canada.

Magistrate's Judgment. 
Tn giving judgment Magistrate Jay 
Baid: "There are three misrepresen- 
tations charged in tho information. 
First that ho wrongly styled himself 
Baron von Gassendorff; second, that 
he falsely stated to Mr. Smith that lie 
had taken $375 out of tho safo at the 
Dominion hotol, and lost it in the 
Poodle Dog restaurant; thirdly, that 
lie falsely represented himself to have 
been the owner of a letter of credit on 
the Bunk of Montreal at Montreal. 

"With regard to the llrst, there is a 
good deal of documentary evidence 
that the accused was known in boy- 
hood as von Gfug. tie explains this 
by stating that his father, has within 
rocent years inherited a title. This 
may be true, and I do not contest it. 

"With regard to tho second, we 
have Mr. Smith's evidence as to what 
tho accused said to him, and Mr. Sto- 
venson's as to his never having had 
any money in the hotel .safe. 

"With regard to tho third, it is now 
some five months since the letter of 
credit was .lost, and I think it is most 
remarkable, if it existed, that a suc- 
cessful attempt has not been made to 
prove It. 

"I felt some sympathy with the ac- 
cused until I heard his evidence In the 
box, but any confidence I may have 
felt in his story was shaken by the let- 
ter admittedly written to himself by 
himself In tho name of the German 
ccnsul at Vancouver, stating that his 
father had arranged for a quarterly 
allowance of $5,000 to bo paid. him. His 
only explanation is that this was writ- 
ten for fun; very dangerous fun it 
Beems to me. Finding such a letter 
under such circumstances Is like find- 
ing a dark lantern and skeleton keys 
on a man charged with burglary. There 
is also the dishonored check, which ho 
also says ho made out for fun. 

"Taking everything into considera- 
tion, and the fact that his 'story Is 
contradicted in all important respects 
by other witnesses, 1 must llnd tho ac- 
cused guilty, and I sentence him to 
six months' imprisonment." 

It is possible that tho magistrate 
may be asked to state a case with a 
view of appealing.

The city council will commence the 
year by an active campaign against 
unsanitary conditions. Aid. Gleason, 
chairman of the health and morals 
committee of .the council, at the 
forthcoming . meeting of the council 
will ask that steps be taken to put the 
city In a better condition from a 
health standpoint. He will recom- 
mend that the sanitary Inspector be 
Instructed to strictly enforce the pro- 
visions of the bylaw relating to pub- 
lic health, particularly sections 43, 41, 
45 "tind 43. Whether, when he brings 
up his- motion of Monday evening, the 
much discussed and long delayed 
question of the "dump" on the James 
Bayjlats, will bo discussed Is not cer- 
tain. That matter occasioned much 
correspondence between the provin- 
cial board of health and the city, and 
finally when the former body prac- 
tically delivered an ultimatum to the 
city to at. once remove the nuisance 
the old council referred the whole 
question to the incoming council. 

Those sections of the health bylaw 
which Aid. Gleason wishes to see en- 
forced are as follows: 

43. No owner, tenant or occupant of 
land, or any person or body corporate 
within the city limits, shall suffer the 
accumulation of upon his or their pre- 
mises, or deposit, or permit to be de- 
posited, upon any lot belonging to or 
occupied by him, anything which may 
endanger the public health or deposit 
upon or into tho street, square, lane, 
highway, wharf, dock, slip, pond, bank, 
stream sewer or water or waters of 
Victoria harbor or the arm, any dead 
animal, fish, dirt, rubbish, excrement, 
manure, offal, ordure, or other refuse, 
or vegetable or animal matter, or 
other filth or offensive thing. 

44. If any person shall own, occupy 
or keep any lot or ground, building, 
stable or other premises in such a bad 
and filthy condition us to be offensive 
and a nuisance to the neighborhood, 
or to any person or family, such per- 
son shall bo subject to the penalties 
provided for an infraction of this by- 
law. 

45. The keeper of every livery or 
other stable shall keep his stable and 
stable yard clean, and shall not per- 
mit more than two waggon loads oi 
manure to accumulate in or near the 
same at any one time. 

40, No person shall suffer the ac- 
cumulation upon his premises, or de- 
posit or permit the deposit upon any 
land belonging to him pr under his 
control, of anything so as to endanger 
the public health, or shall deposit or 
suffer or permit to be deposited, 
throw into, or leave in or upon the 
street, court, square, road, lane, alley, 
wharf, public enclosure, vacant lot, 
pond or body of water, any dead ani- 
mal, dirt, sawdust, soot, ashes, cind- 
ers, shavings, hair, shreds, manure, 
fish-shells, waste water, or filth of any 
kind, or Hny refuse animal, or vege- 
table matter whatever.

WRITERS RESPONSIBILITIES 

The man who writes, .perhaps more 
than any other worker, has an op- 
portunity to improve tho conditions of 
his fellowmen. What he thinks, he 
causes others to think. And thou- 
sands who have never read his works 
may receive his thoughts from those 
who have. Other writers may pick up 
his thought and pass it on to an ever- 
widening circle of readers and think- 
ers. What most people think is an 
echo of some writer's thought. 

With this power of molding thought 
there comes a great moral obligation 
— greater perhaps than' that which 
falls upon any other class of workers. 
A man may make a bad pair of shoes 
and only one person may suffer be- 
cause, of them. But if a writer writes 
n bad'' thought the printing press mul- 
tiplies it thousands and thousands of 
limes, and it may deceive and injure 
thousands of persons. The greater the 
opportunity the greater the responsi- 
bility. The writer is a guardian of 
the streams of human thought. If lie, 
through carelessness or for hire, pois- 
ons those streams, he is guilty of a 
moral offence greater than can be 
measured by the laws on the statute 
books. In times of war it is consid- 
ered below the level even of the bit- 
terest war measures to poison the 
streams which supply drinking water 
to the enemy. How much more repre- 



hensive is it to poison the streams of 
thought!

School trustee Christie, 
who is a business man, has a good 
opportunity of observing the ways of 
small boys, believes that there Is. 

There arc, no' doubt, some children 
to whom the restraints of school are 
Irksome. But on the whole, children, 
boys as well as girls, like school. 
The work Is interesting and not too 
hard. The hours are not long, and 
played has a renewed attraction from 
the fact that it has been earned by 
honest work. 

There are, of course, badly man- 
aged homos where children are al- 
lowed to be late in preparing for 
school, or where they are kept at 
home so often that they lose inter- 
est in their work. It takes a very 
small temptation to Induce such 
children to remain away from 
school without leave. 

Some of those truants, It is to bo 
feared, make themselves very objec- 
tionable in tho class rooms. They 
are idle and disorderly. The teachers 
find them very troublesome and they 
are often punished. To them, school 
is not a pleasant or a congenial 
place. These boys, for thero are very 
few girls among them, form the tru- 
ant class. Tho fault lies more with 
careless parents than with the chil- 
dren themselves. Their number Is 
not very 'numerous, but small as it Is, 
it is too large. It is from among 
this class that youthful criminals 
come. They should not be allowed 
to drift. Many of them are not bad 
and if the teachers took a kindly, 
but vigilant interest in them, they 
could be brought into orderly ways. 
The few incorrigiblos should be, if 
necessary, compelled to attend 
school or sent to a division specially 
formed to suit their needs. One 
would imagine that the ordinary po- 
liceman could bo vested with author- 
ity to arrest any child found on the 
street In school hours, and If he 
could not show that he had a right to 
be there bring him to the school. 
Whatever plan Is taken, the good of 
tho children should be the first con- 
sideration

HON. G. W. ROSS TALKS 
ABOUT CONSTITUTIONS 



Ontario's Ex-premier Addresses the 
Montreal Women's Canadian 
Club 



That the women of Montreal havo 
their full share of tho latest national 
sentiment which is being aroused by 
the Canadian Club movement was 
shown by the large attendance at to- 
day's luncheon, held in the Royal Vic- 
toria College, under tho auspices of 
the' Women's Canadian Club. The 
tables were laid in the assembly hall, 
which was quite filled by an assembly 
composed almost entirely of ladies. 
The guest of honor was the Hon. Sen- 
utor G. W. Ross, ex-premier of On- 
tario. 

Lady Drummond the president of 
the club occupied the chair, and those 
supporting her at tho head of the table 
Included: Sir Alexandre Lacoste, Mrs. 
G. YV. Ross, Senator and Mrs. Dandur- 
and, Chief Justice Taschereau, Miss 
Hurlbatt, Mrs. Walton, Principal Pet- 
erson, Mr. Robert Moighen, Dean Bov- 
ey, Senator David, Miss Reid, Mr. Karl 
(presi.dent Canadian Club, St. John, N. 
B.), Mrs. and Miss Hanbury- Williams, 
Mrs. Barnard, Dean Walton and Mrs.. 
Walton, Mrs. R. W. Reford. 

Introduced by Lady Drummond as a 
patriot and a statesman, and one who 
has the unusual distinction of having 
helped to make the country's ballads 
and the country's laws, Senator Ross, 
who was very warmly received, first 
congratulated the women of Montreal 
on having formed the pioneer Wo- 
men's Canadian Club. He then pro- 
ceeded to give a most interesting and 
instructive address on the differences 
between, the Constitution of Canada 
and tho constitution of the United 
States, confining himself more particu- 
larly to the making of these constitu- 
tions. Beginning with Canada, he 
traced tne movement 'for a constitu- 
tion in Canada back to the famous re- 
port of Lord Durham — a report which 
he said was distinguished equally as a 
splendid speclman of good English as 
by its broad-minded and statesman- 
like tone. 

He rapidly sketched the events lead- 
ing up to tho consecration of the 
Plains of Abraham by the blood of 
Wolfe, and having touched upon the 
results of the conflict between the 
English and the French, passed from 
this memorable battlefield to tho 
great conference held in Quebec, on 
Oct. 10, 1864, when the representatives 
of different portions of this country 
met with the object of setting aside 
provincial and other prejudices and 
concentrating all their powers in a 
statesmanlike, attempt to bring about 
a united Canada. After many days of 
discussion they arrived at an agree- 
ment which was to result in a greater 
Canada than the most sanguine of the 
statesmen there gathered have ever, 
entertained. They agreed that the 
host interests and future prosperity of. 
British North America will be promot- 
ed by federal union under Great Brit- 
ain. They also decided that therq 
should be a semicontlnental Canada, 
stretching from the Atlantic to tho 
Pacific. 

"To our shame," said Senator Ross 
"we forget too soon the men who drew 
up the basis of this union — the men 
who were not only tho makers of Can- 
ada, but were empire builders. These 
men decided that the constitution 
should ho modelled on the British con- 
stitution as far as circumstances per- 
mit—and surely thero again wo have 
a vibration of that chord, which, like, 
a Beethoven symphony, captured the 
people, when Sir John A. Macdonald 
declared, " 'A British subject I was 
born, and a brttlsh subject I will die!'" 

To model their constitution on the 
British constitution, which Lord Roso- 
bery declared was tho greatest power 
the world had ever seen! What a noble 
aspiration! What a tremendous task! 
Yet It had been done. Tho British 
mode hud been followed 'as far as 
clrcuifi stances permit.' resulting in ft; 
constitution that meant government by 
and for the people. Executive power 
was invested in the British soverig'n 
but amplo scope had been given for 
Canadian enterprise, and for the aspi- 
rations of Canadian democracy. ' Per- 
haps, he digressed for u moment to 
say, the union of Canada under 'such 
a "constitution wns but the. prelude to 
the drawing' up nf a constitution with

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A WOMAN ^ASTRONOMER 

Maria Mitchell was born in Nan- 
tucket on August t, 1S18. At this time, 
the Island was a small but flourishing 
whaling station, mainly populated by 
Quakers. Maria Mitchell's parents be- 
longed to the Society of Friends. Her 
mother Lydia Coleman, was decended 
from one of the three original settlors, 
who, fleeing from persecution in New- 
England, had been the first white men 
to set foot on the island. It is also 
stated that both her father and mother 
counted Benjamin Franklin among 
their ancestors. Her surroundings, as 
well as her Quaker training made for 
independence of character. From the 
age of eleven Maria Mitchell aided her 
father ia .his astronomical work, and 
even before she understood tho pro- 
cess by which the formulae of the 
famous Bow-ditch Navigator wore ob- 
tained she applied them with ease and 
promptness to her father's investiga- 
tions. Thero is on record a calculation 
for an eclipse for which she assisted at 
tho age 1- years and 6 months. From 
this time on she continued to study. 
Her father's position ns one of the 
board of trustees of Harvard College 
and as a member of Governor Briggs' 
council brought her into intimate as- 
sbclattlon with the scholarly men and 
women of this country, and also into 
communication with the outside world, 
and this stimulated in the young wo- 
man not only an earnest desire for 
knowledge, but tho ambition to do. The 
voluminous manuscripts left by her at- 
test the diligence of her researches 
and justify the position later assigned 
to ber. , 

In October, 1S47, her painstaking la- 
bors were rewarded by the discovery 
of a telescopic comet. At this time she 
was librarian of tho Nantucket Athen- 
aeum. , ' J 

Through tho efforts of Hon. Edward 
Eyerett, her discovery was brought to 
the notice of Frederick VI, King of 
rpohmark, who awarded her a gold 
modal of the volne o." 20 ducats. This 
recognition, no less, than her discov- 
ery, brought her name prominently 
before the great scientific world. In 
1848 she was elected a member Of the 
American Academy of Arts and Scien- 
ces, and remained the only womnn ev- 
er admitted to' its membership. On 
the nomination of Professor Agnssiz 
she waii also elected a - member of tho 
American Philosophical Society. She 
received honorary degrees from Am- 
erican colleges, notably- I" 1887, an L. 
L. D. from Columbia college.

the entire wheat kernel without re-

cargo is discharged. It it is decided 
to do the work here, the Engelhorn will 
be . towed back from the Sound after 
discharging. 

Tenders have been called for the 
repairs necessary to the British ship 
Port Patrick, which is lying at a 
wharf' in the inner harbor, and those 
lor the repairs to the hull, which in- 
volve a now stern, ppst and about 
twelve nSw 'plates^ seven" fraines. and 
other work, will bo received up , to 
Wednesday next by Capt. Adam, over- 
looker for the owners, at the office of 
Capt. J. G. Cox, Lloyd's agent, on 
Wharf street. Tenders are being called 
st the same time for repairing the 
rigging and bowsprit. The rigging 
was damaged as a result of the colli- 
sion with the Columbia river lightship 
No. 50, which the Port Patrick struck 
when leaving the Columbia with wheat 
for Falmouth. The damage to the hull 
was caused by grounding off Gray's 
harbor tho morning following the colli- 
sion when the vessel had a trying ex- 
perience in a' heavy gale.' 

The -ship-repairing yards aro very 
busy. At the British Columbia Marino 
railway, where the now hydrographic 
steamer Alexandra is being completed, 
and a steel tug for the C. P. R. built, 
the steamer "Vadso of the Boscowitz 
Steamship ' company is having nine 
plates renewed and .three straightened. 
On the Victoria Machinery depot's 
ways the steamer Camosun of the 
Union Steamship company is being 
made ready for repairs, tenders being 
now invited for the work. She is 'ex- 
pected to bo completed- to allow of sail- 
ing north about February 20. The 
steamer Princess Beatrice, which has 
Jlist completed an overhaul at Esqui- 
malt left there yesterday and came to 
the inner harbor to prepare for her 
special trip to Queen Charlotte islands. 
The government steamer Quadra which 
went to Esquimalt about' two' weeks 
ago for repairs, is lying at the wharf 
of tho British Columbia Marino Rail- 
way company awaiting the completion 
of tho.Vadso's repairs to be hauled out 
for general ovorhaulting. The stern- 
wheel steamer Beaver also to be re- 
novated. 

The cable repair steamer Restorer 
of tho Commercial Cable company, 
which arrived at Esquimalt early in 
January to be' overhauled, has been 
placed in tho dry dock and will prob- 
ably occupy the blocks until Monday. 
The French, steamer Amiral Fourichon 
of the Chargeurs Reunis is to follow 
tho cable steamer in the dry dock. Sho 
is now on the way hero from San 
Francisco and is expected to arrive 
tomorrow. •

WHALING A FAILURE 
IN JAPANESE WATERS 



Few Whales Taken Last Season- 
Companies Had Average of 10 
During the Year 



R. M. S. Miowcra, Captain Hem- 
ming, sailed last night from the outer 
wharf for Sydney, via the usual ports, 
on her last trip from Vancouver and 
Victoria to the Antipodes. The Mi- 
owcra, which for fourteen years has 
been running to this port, o- since 
the Canadian-Australian line was 
started, has been retired, her place 
being taken by the new steamer Mar- 
ama, a 0,500-ton vessel, built by the 
Dermy yards at Dumbarton. The 
Marama will leave Sydney on Mai eh 
10 for this port, and is due hero April 
8 th. , 

The Miowera carried a small com- 
plement of passengers. Her freight 
loaded here included two large bo^es 
of Mexican silver dollars, whica wcie 
looked in the strong roofct whan the 
steamer lay at the outer duck. The 
to'-ii cargo amounted to about 700 
tons bf general freight. 

The Moana, which sailed frcm hue 
January 3, reached Sydney Wednes- 
day, according to a dispatch iv:cf ived 
yesterday. The Aorangi, which is 
bound north, was reported from Suva 
on Wednesday, and Is due not 
Wednesday at Honolulu, being expect- 
ed to reach this port a week later. 



Tho Japanese whaling Industry is a 
failure this season', according to ad- 
vices received here. The business was 
started some years ago off the Japa- 
nese and Korean coasts by Norwegian 
whalers, who took small steamers of 
the same typo as the Orion and St. 
Lawrence of tho Pacific Whaling 
Company of this city, to far Eastern 
waters. Later companies were formed 
Jointly by Japanese and Norwegian 
capital, and since the clo.se of the re- 
cent war a largo number of companies 
entered the business. Over thirty 
wore at work, employing about forty 
vessels. For a season the business 
prospered, but it. was overdone. Some 
stations had five steamers operating 
from them, especially off the eastern 
coast of Korea, and tho result was to 
kill off the whales so rapidly that last 
season the business was a complete 
failure. 

Five of the most prominent whal- 
ing companies, with their headquar- 
ters in Japan, operating off the home 
and Korean coasts, have secured but 
twenty whales each for the season. 
The average catch of- all tho com- 
panies up to November last was but 
ten per company. Some of thj con- 
cerns have disbanded in consequence 
of tho poor dcsults achieved.

President of Chicago, Milwaukee & St. 
Paul Road Says Negotiations 
Have Been Entered Into 



A. J. Earling-, president of .the Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee & St. Paul railway, 
who has arrived on tho coast to -join 
tho steamer Princess Beatrice, which 
Is carrying a party of capitalists north 
to look over timber and coal areas on 
Moresby Island, has announced that 
the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul 
railroad soon to bo constructed to the 
coast, will have a connecting lino of 
steamers iiying its flag on the North 
Pacific running to the Far East. He 
said that J. H. Hlland, third vice- 
president of the road, in charge of tho 
tratlic department, and F. A. Miller, 
general passenger agent, had been 
sent to Yokohama, Japan, to investi- 
gate trade conditions and to report 
to the management. 

"Negotiations have been entered 
into for a line of steamships to tho 
Orient." said Mr. Earling. "Mr. Hlland 
and Mr. Miller will investigate trade 
conditions across the Pacific and tho 
possibilities of the development of 
trado between tho United States and 
Japan and China. The mission of Mr. 
Hilancl and Mr. Miller is not to eon- 
tract for vessels — that Is a matter to 
bo taken up by the company at a later 
date. However, the action of the Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee & St. Paul will de- 
pend to a large extent upon their re- 
port." 

Mr. Hlland and Mr. Miller sailed 
yesterday for Yokohama from Son 
Francisco. 

"We, expect to have truins' running 
Into Taconia and Seattlo by April of 
next year, in time to get our share of 
the. 1909 exposition travel. Within the 
next two months we will bo running 
Into Butte, Mont. Our extension west 
from Evarts, S. D., has already pro-' 
grossed about 600 miles." 

During his last visit to tho coast 
President Earling stated that an ar- 
rangement would be made with the

SWINDLES FARMERS 



Latter Day Noah in Cathay Had Sus- 
cessful Scheme to Bunco Peo- 
ple of Chihli 



Mall advices from Shanghai tell of 
a latter-day Chinese Noah, who built 
an ark and prophesied a flood, to 
swindle tho superstitious farmers of 
Chihli. A correspondent of tho North 
China. Daily News in southwestern 
Chihli writes: "It is an old saying 
that the Biblical ilood may bo traced in 
the traditions of Chinese history. Be 
that as it may, we have just come 
across something in the character of 
a Noah, though a very unprincipled 
Noah. A few miles to tho north of 
this there is a river, which is called 
so by courtesy, for, during many years 
in succession, it is too shallow or dry 
lo allow boats to use it. Still fur- 
ther north, there Is another river, 
which has its sources in the province 
of Shansl, and, ultimately, finds its 
way lo Tientsin and the sea. A nian, 
acute beyond his neighbors, professed 
to have seen visions, and promulgated 
the doctrine of a great flood, which 
was duo on a fixed day. He warned 
tho people that the water would over- 
flow across tho country, and make a 
channel into the Little West river, It 
would mean the destruction of many 
villages and the loss of many lives. I 
Accordingly, iio proposed to build a 
huge ark, to save tho lives of tho peo- 
ple. He knew exactly the path of the 
•USh of waters, ami large sums wero 
iollected. .Men were busy for many 
lays building the ark, ami this aeer 
vas chancellor of the exchequer and 
derk of works combined. When all was 
ready, folks watched anxiously the 
dawn of the terrible day. it came, it 
wont, but no flood and no rain. The j 
river (lows on in its old slow way, 
the channel is still unmade, the ark 
Is rotting on the river bank too large 
to be used for any. other purpose, and 
the original inventor thereof has niov- 
d on to other scenes, arid it Is sur- 
mised that ho dare not return until 
he can manufacture a flood to ordor. 
Ho will bo In no hurry, for ho has a 
well-filled purse, thanks to tho ease 
with which he hoodwinked his neigh- 
bors. Some sold land lo subscribe, and 
now are trying to light In tho law 
courts against an absentee defendant." 



Upon the arrival :o£ tho German 
ship Louise at San Francisco she will 
bo converted into a coal hulk.

The San Francisco Chroniclo says: 
Originally tho Louiso was known as 
tho American ship Charger and was 
fashioned by artificers at Boston who, 
in tho year 1874, put tho finest work 
Into her hull and accessories that at 
that time were known to the most 
skillful craftsmen cunning in nautical 
knowledge. For years tho Louise, the 
pride of every Yankee skipper, sailed 
the seven seas under the flag of Undo 
Sam, but after a checkered experience 
she passed into German hands. When 
tho Louiso arrives here from Gees- 
temunde Capt. Wilms will hand her 
over to a new set of American owners 
and as an ore carrying vessel sho will 
be employed along the Alaskan coast 
shipping ore from tho mines at Doug- 
las island to the reducing works at 
Tacoma. When tho Louiso has dis- 
charged her German cargo at this 
port she will be taken up to Puget 
Sound and thero converted into a 
barge, after which, under the Ameri- 
can flag, she wll enter upon her new 
career of usefulness. 

The Louise has been purchased by 
James Griffith, of Tacoma.

ALASKAN'S STRANDING 

Enquiry Concerning Acoident To 
Steamer Being Held at 
Seattle 



An enquiry into the stranding of 'the 
steamer Aaskan, which was formerly 
tho steam schooner MIschicr, or this 
port, is being held by the United 
States marine inspectors at Seattle. 
Capt. Walk and First Officer Knight 
gave evidence, both telling practically 
tho same story. Tho weather Sunday, 
Dec. S, was dangerous, a thick mist 
covering tho water toward evening, 
and preventing getting any bearings 
as the steamer nearcd Capo Mudge. 
Toward evening a strong southeast 
gale rose and made a choppy sea. 

Tho Alaskan struck a little after 6 
o'clock on a boulder, lifted and passed 
over It, striking in a minute on a se- 
cond and then on a third, whore sho 
remained fast. Chief Officer Knight 
stated that to have used the lead 
would have been useless, as there was 
plenty or water beneath tho keel, as 
was learned by sounding later. The 
vessel remained fast all night about a 
mile from shore. Toward morning it 
was driven in to within half a mile of 
tho beach. Mr. Knight stated that 
Capt. Walk did all in his power for 
tho safety of tho steamer. 

As soon as the vessel struck her 
engines wore reversed. All night 
pumps wero kept going, but in tho 
morning tho strain on tho hull snapped 
several auxiliary steam pipes, and the 
engine force had to abandon -their 
quarters, after which the vessel filled. 
The inspectors will give a decision 
later in tho week. 

The Alaskan has been repaired and 
will resume the Ketchikan run today.

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RETURNS FROM TRIP 
THROUGH INTERIOR 

E. Jacobs Tells of Conditions in 
Mining Districts as He 
Found Them • 



After having spent nearly throe 
weeks In West Kootenay and Bound- 
ary districts, E. Jacobs, editor of the 
British Columbia Mining Record, re- 
turned ■ to Victoria yesterday. Mr. 
Jacobs tirst visited Nelson, where he 
attended the meeting of members of 
the Canadian Mining Institute held in 
that city on January 15-16, proceeded 
thence to Northport, Washington, 
where he was the guest of Thomas 
Kiddie, superintendent of the smelter, 
and Mrs. Kiddie, spent one day at 
Rossland, was the guest of his old 
friends Frederic Keller, engineer in 
charge of the mlnea of the British 
Columbia Copper Company, and Mrs. 
Keffer at Greenwood for four days, 
and then returned eoastwards, stop- 
ping over a day at Grand Forks, and 
coming thence to Victoria by C. P. R., 
via Revelstoke and Vancouver. 

At the meeting or the Canadian 
Mining Institute at Nelson, the at- 
tendance at Which numbered ^7, in- 
cluding members from Nelson, Grand 
Forks, Phoenix, Greenwood, Trail, 
Sloean, Vancouver, Victoria, Alberta, 
and Washington, U. S. A„ and was 
therefore representative of the West, 
a western brunch of the institution 
was organized. Frederic Keffer, 
president of the institute, Informed 
the meeting that there were 126 mem- 
bers in the West. A. B. W. Hodges, 
general superintendent of the Granby 
Consolidated M. S. & P. Company, 
Grand Forks, was elected president 
of the branch; E. Jacobs, Victoria, 
secretary, and the following council: 
P. S. Couldrey and R. 11. Stewart, 
Rossland; Leslie Hill and S. G. Blay- 
loek, Nelson; W. M. Brewer, Vic- 
toria; E. C. Musgrave, Vancouver; 
James McEvoy, Fernie; O. E. S. 
Whiteside. Coleman, Alberta; J. C. 
Haas, Spokane, Washington. 

Several resolutions bearing upon the 
further development of the mining in- 
dustry of the West were adopted; a 
number of interesting papers were 
read and discussed, and a visit was 
paid to the Canada Zinc Company's 
works now- in course of construction 
at Nelson. The visitors were enter- 
tained in various ways, a very enjoy- 
able dance concluding the proceedings. 
The men of the party made free use 
of Nelson's excellent club. 

Business at Nelson was stated to be 
generally satisfactory. Mining men 
from Sloean reported activity in sev- 
eral parts of that district, and others 
from Alnsworth had a similar story 
to tell of their mining division. From 
Salmo and Erie, south of Ymir, also 
came encouraging assurances of mining 
progress, while in the vicinity of Nel- 
son several promising mines had been 
recent producers. 

At Northport Mr. Jacobs found that 
Mr. Kiddie, well known on the . coast 
as an experienced and competent 
metallurgist, had pretty well found his 
bearings amid his new surroundings 
after having been six'.- or seven weeks 
in charge of the smelting works, 
which are owned by the Le Roi Min- 
ing Company. At present there is not 
' a sufficiently large supply of ore 
available to allow of more than one 
furnace being regularly operated, but 
it is expected that in the spring there 
wi|l be enough received for two fur- 
naces or possibly for three. For sev- 
eral weeks last fall, before Mr. Kid- 
die took charge, three furnaces were 
In blast, but the ore supply did not' 
remain adequate for such a desirable 
state of affairs to be continued in- 
definitely. The Northport plant is aj 
comparatively large one. with six 
blast furnaces and all other copper 
smelting appliances in keeping. Mr. 
Kiddie is confident that if sutlicient 
ore can be obtained for three furnaces I 
to bo continuously' operated. the 
works will make a profitable show- 
ing. 

At Rossland the larger mines— Cen- 
tre Star group, owned by the Consoli- 
dated Mining ami Smelting Company 
of Canada. Ltd.; Le Roi, and Le Rol 
No. 2 — continue to be actively oper- 
ated, these together producing 5,000 
to 6,000 tons of ore per week. Devel- 
opment work is also in progress on 
the Giant California group, and on 
two or three smaller properties. 

During 1307 the Le Roi produced 
about 112,000 tons of ore, the greater 
part of which was smelted at North- 
port. The most important develop- 
ment work done by the Le Roi .Mining 
company last year was the completion 
of sinking the main five-compartment 
shaft from the 1,350 to the 1,650-feet 
level and connecting the shaft with 
the winze, distant about 300 feet, on 
the latter level, which is the deepest 
in the Le Roi mine. A new vein has 
been met with in diamond drilling to 
the south of the ore shoots heretofore 
worked, and crosscuts are being driven 
to open this vein on the SOO-foot level. 
A. J. McMillan, managing director, and 
W. A Carlyle, recently appointed con- 
sulting engineer to the company, are 
expected to arrive in Rossland from 
England early in February and there- 
after to arrange tor increasing the 
output of ore from the mine. 

The Le Hoi No. L', Ltd.. is working 
Iho .Tosle mine in Rossland camp, and 
the Vancouver in Hie vicinity of Sil- 
vertoii, Sloean lake. The latter is a 
silver-lead zinc mine. During 1907 
there were shipped from the Josle 
to Trail 22,109 tons of ore while 12,- 
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963 tons were milled at Rossland, and 
from this latter 70S tons of concen- 
I rates were made. Much prospecting 
was done with the diamond drill; 5,088 
feet were drilled at a cost of ?2.C1 per 
foot. At the Vancouver mine the 
year's production was 71 tons of sort- 
ed ore shipped and 17,867 tons of ore 
sent to tlie Wakefield mill. Somo 768 
tons of lead concentrate were made, 
besides which 263 tons of zinc con- 
centrate were shipped. Paul S. Coul- 
drey, manager or the Le Roi No. 2, 
Ltd., left Rossland about the middle 
of January on a visit to England. Dur- 
ing his absence Ernest Levy, who 
lately came from England for the pur- 
pose, is managing the company's 
in hies. Mr. Levy is by no means a 
stranger In' Rossland, he having been 
manager of the Le Roi No. 2 two or 
three years ago. 

The output of the Centre Star group 
in 1907 was about 132,000 tons of ore 
which was smelted at Trail. Develop- 
ments at these mines were satisfac- 
tory last year and quite recently the 
discovery of another shoot of ore of 
good grade was reported. The big 
hoist, a 1,250 h. i). Nordberg engine, 
installed at the Centre Star mine in 
1906-7, is running smoothly and doing 
its heavy work effectively. The man- 
ager of these mines, R. H. Stewart, 
was away on a wedding tour, so Mr. 
Jacobs missed the pleasure of renew- 
ing acquaintance with him. 

Winter sports— skating, curling and 
hockey— were being much enjoyed at 
both Rossland and Nelson, the ice be- 
ing in excellent condition at both 
places. 

At the comfortable and well-ap- 
pointed Rossland club, a number of 
men well known In' the district were 
met, including A. G. Larson, superin- 
tendent of the Le Roi mine; W. S. 
Rugh, office manager for the Le Roi 
Mining company; R. P. Williams, dis- 
trict representative of the Canadian 
Rand Company, Ltd., and H. P. Dick- 
inson, district agent of the Giant 
Powder company. Both Mr. Williams 
and Mr. Dickinson were recently in 
tho Crow's Nest Pass district, and the 
latter also visited Leilibrldge and 
Bankhead, Alberta. The Crow's Nest 
Pass Coal company's mines wore stat- 
ed to be employing a large number of 
men at Coal Creek and Michel re- 
spectively; new machinery is being in- 
stalled at both the collieries mention- 
ed, and preparations are being made 
at Michel to substitute for the existing 
wood tipple one of steel and of con- 
siderably larger capacity. 

Four new- seams of coal are being 
opened by the company, which has un- 
der consideration plans for important 
enlargements of its coal mining opera- 
tions, and additions to plant, so as to 
substantially increase the regular out- 
put of its coal mines and coke ovens. 
James McEvoy, the company's chief 
engineer and geologist, was met at 
West Robson by Mr. Jacobs, but un- 
fortunately there was not time before 
each continued his journey in an op- 
posite direction to obtain more de- 
tailed information concerning the ex- 
penditure of the large sum of money 
that has been appropriated for further 
development and equipment of the 
Crow's Nest Pass Coal Company's 
large mines. 

Mr. Jacobs did not on this occasion 
stop over at Trail, where are located 
the copper and lead smelting works and 
the refinery of the Consolidated Mining 
and Smelting Company of Canada. He 
learned, though, that during its last 
fiscal year the company's new con- 
struction- and improvements here 
included enlargements of both cop- 
per and lead smelting fur- 
naces; .additions to the Huntington- 
Heberleln ore-roasting and converting 
plant; construction of new ore bins and 
trestles; provision of more electric lo- 
comotives and electric haulage; en- 
largement of the refinery lead plant; 
building of a plant for the manufac- 
ture of liydro-fluosillcic acid, and the 
putting- in of a plant and appliances 
for recovering antimony. The metals 
produced at the. Trail works in 1907 
were of a total value of nearly $5,000,- 
000. This production included about 
2,000,000 oz. of silver of a fineness aver- 
aging over .999. The gold produced 
here is of a fineness, of about .995. 
Of the silver, already 300,000 oz. have 
been sold to the Royal branch mint at 
Ottawa. It will therefore be seen that 
tiie statements sent out from Ottawa 
and Toronto for publication in the 
press to the effect that gold and silver 
rellned in Canada is not of a degree of 
fineness requisite for minting purposes, 
are not warranted so far as Trail is 
concerned. Silver refined at Trail has 
been sold to both the United States and 
Japan, for coinage uses. Gold refined 
here has also been sold to the United 
States and at no time has this re- 
finery been assessed the parting charge 
which is made by the United States 
on all gold running under .990 fine. 

In the Boundary things generally are 
quiet, Mr. Jacobs said, except at the 
Granby Company's mines at Phoenix, 
ami smelting works at Grand Forks. J. 
E. McAllister, general manager of the 
British Columbia Copper Company, left 
Greenwood on January 25 for New 
York to attend the annual meeting of 
the company. Nothing definite was 
known locally as to the prospects for 
a resumption of work at the company's 
several mines in various parts of the 
district, and at its smelting works at 
Greenwood. The company's officials 
were reticent concerning the reasons 
lor the continued Inactivity, but from 
other reliable sources it was learned 
that local labor conditions became in- 
tolerable, a number of agitators hav- 
ing so harassed the company as to 
make it almost impossible to continue 
operations under the circumstances. 
While the low price of copper is an 
Important factor in the present situa- 
tion, it is quite likely the British Co- 
lumbia Copper Company would resume 
operations, notwithstanding that at 
current market values there is but a 
small margin of profit, were it assured 




of a. "square deal" at the hands of the 
local labor unions, but the better dis- 
posed men are as yet unable to over- 
come the aggressive unreasonableness 
of the agitators, consequently lhe com- 
pany Is understood to prefer to keep 
its mines and smelter closed down 
rather than operate them under l*bor 
conditions considered very unfair and 
found unbearable. 

■The annual meeting of tho Dominion 
Copper Company was to be held at 
Phoenix the day following that Mr. 
Jacobs left Greenwood for Victoria. W. 
C. Thomas, this company's general 
manager, recently returned to the 
Boundary from a visit to Salt Lake 
City, Utah. He will probably be in 
Vancouver this week. Meanwhile noth- 
ing is known locally as to how long 
this company's mines and smelting 
works may be expected to remain idle. 

The Granby Consolidated Mining, 
Smelting and Power Company, Limited, 
is operating at present full capacity, 
with eight furnaces in blast at Grand 
Forks treating about 3,000 tons of ore 
per diem. The number of men now on 
its payrolls at mines and smelter Is 
about 875, and it is proposed to increase 
it to about 1,000 during tho coming 
summer when much additional con- 
struction work will be undertaken at 
tho smelter. New ore and coke storage 
bins are nearly completed, tho former 
having a holding capacity of about 6,- 
000 tons and the latter 4,000 tons. 
These will bring the total storage bin 
capacity at the smelter up to 15,000 to 
18,000 tons for ore and 8,000 tons for 
coke. All the heavy timbers, most of 
them 12x12 inches, used In construction 
of the new bins were obtained from 
coast sawmills, while local mills sup- 
plied most of the lighter lumber. The 
steel elevated flue-dust chamber, about 
16x14 feet and 3S0 feet long, big enough 
for a furnace capacity of 5,000 tons of 
ore a day, has been finished and will 
bo in use as soon as tho 6-foot down- 
takes from the furnaces shall be con- 
nected with it and n conveyor to the 
brlquettlng plant shall bo installed, 
which will be during February. The 
old brick flue-dust chamber has been 
removed, so as to admit of the length- 
ening of the blast furnaces from 18 feet 
their present length', to 22 feet 6 Inches. 
The furnaces will be lengthened one at 
a time, commencing in the spring, and 
all will be completed by the autumn, by 
which lime the dally capacity of the 
plant will have been Increased to about 
4,500 tons per diem. Another improve- 
ment to be made shortly will be the 
re-laying of the charging floor of the 
furnace building, substituting steel for 
the material of which It was originally 
constructed. The big building itself 
was rebuilt in steel last winter. The 
main converter building, now 180 feet 
long, is to be lengthened to 260 feet 
and Its wings widened. One of the 
existing three 72x100 Inch copper con- 
verter stands is to be broken up and 
three S4xl26 inch stands Installed. The 
five stands will then be equal to con- 
verting the matte from about 5,000 
tons of ore daily. The existing blow- 
ing engine building at the south end 
of tho works, built of wood, is to be 
taken down next summer and a much 
larger building of steel, now being con- 
structed by the Hamilton Bridge 
AVorks Company of Ontario, erected in 
its place. The cement used in the sub- 
stantial foundations of all the new 
buildings is that made by the Vancou- 
ver Portland Cement Company, of Vic- 
toria, and it has given so much satis- 
faction as to lead to Its having been 
generally used rather than imported 
cement. 

It is intended to install another blow- 
ing engine with a capacity of about 
10,000 cu. feet of air per minute. This 
will bo driven by a 500 h. p. Canadian 
Westinghouse motor, rope drive. There 
are already in use here, beside several 
smaller blowers, two Connersvllle blow- 
ers, capacity of each. 300 cu. feet per 
rev., and each driven by two Canadian 
Westinghouse 150 h. p. motors, and 
two more of similar size, witli the re- 
quisite complement of motors are to be 
installed. 

Other noteworthy extensions and 
Improvements are planned by the 
Granby Company, but the details of 
these are not yet worked out. This 
company's mining and smelting enter- 
prise is steadily growing in extent, and 
importance, and it is already one of tho 
most prominent Industries in Western 
Canada.

Returning travelers from tho Ori- 
ent point out the opportunities which 
exist for the sale of Canadian pulp in 
both China and Japan and it is consid- 
ered that British Columbia, rich in 
pulp timber, could secure an Immense 
trade in the Oriental countries. The 
demand for paper, especially for news 
print, is said to be vast,, especially in 
China, where every centre of popula- 
tion in the teeming country, has its 
newspapers, which aro Increasing in 
number by hundreds of late, It is only 
within the last two years that tho na- 
tive newspaper publisher has entered 
most of tho walled cities, and with the 
vabt circulation in the densely popu- 
lated empire of tho native journals 
there will be a rapidly growing demand 
for both pulp and paper. 

W. T. R. Preston, Canadian trade 
commissioner for China, Japan and 
Korea, in a report to the Ottawa gov- 
ernment under dato of December 2'1 
writes as follows regarding paper mak- 
ing and pulp in Japan:: 

"Tho Japanese are among tho oldest 
paper makers in the world. It Is not 
surprising therefore that they should 
havo made themselves acquainted with 
the more expeditious facilities afford- | 
ed for the manufacture of paper by 1 
the aid of western appliances. The I 
expansion of this business in Japan 1 
is shown by the phenomenal increase | 
in the import of wood pulp for the j 
manufacture of paper, as may bo seen j 
from the following figures.

"Germany is credited with more . 
than two-thirds of the entire pulp 
imports of Japan. But while it ap- 
pears to bo so from tho official rec- 
ords, in point of fact the great bulk 
actually comes from Norway. The 
pulp is handled by Hamburg mer- 
chants and carried by German ships. 
Formerly the main customer for the 
pulp carried by German vessels was 
the United States, which market Is 
said to have been largely exploited by 
♦ he Canadian manufacturers of pulp, 
thus replacing the German trade. Since 
the Hamburg merchants found compe- 
tition by Canada too keen for them in 
the United States they directed their 
attention to the Far East, with the re- 
sults that have been already Indicated. 
Japanese Pulp Industry. 

"In the early history of tho Japanese 
pulp industry the wood product was 
used altogether for the manufacture of 
what is known as foreign papers. Rut 
now there is an ever Increasing de- 
mand for this raw material for the 
manufacture of Japanese papers. It 
has been, found thut by a proper mix- 
ture of tho wood pulp with the ingre- 
dients usually used for manufacturing 
Japanese paper, a much cheaper man- 
ufactured product is available, and, at 
tho same time, the peculiar fibre of 
the Japanese paper is not eliminated. 
From that standpoint it is fair to be- 
lieve that the demand for wood pulp 
will Increase very largely within the 
next few years. 

"On the other hand, it may be said 
that a. combination of prominent paper 
mills has secured an important pulp 
wood concession in the northern part 
of Japan. The manufacture of wood 
pulp will shortly commence In the dis- 
trict on a large scale, the product 
being, of course, for use In their own 
mills. The factories are now approach- 
ing completion and are being fitted 
with all the most improved machin- 
ery. It is possible that for a tirne 
tiiese circumstances may disturb the 
market for pulp in the east, hut it will 
only bo for a limited period. There are 
many paper mills that are not inter- 
ested In the concessions in question, 
and as they are prepared to enlarge 
the scope of their operations, an activo 
demand will continue for the supply 
of foreign wood pulp. The manufac- 
ture of paper will expand enormously, 
keeping pace with other lines o£ man- 
ufacture during the next few years. 
This fact will naturally have a ten- 
dency to steady the market notwith- 
standing the local production of pulp. 
/• Japanese Paper Mills. 

The value of the produce of the 
Japanese paper mills In 1907 was: 

Japanese paper Yen 13,722,000 

•Heropean paper Yen 11,059,000 

"The import of Kuropean paper in 

1905 amounted to Yen 6,380,000. 

"The import duty levied on wood 
pulp for manufacturing purposes at 
present Is Yen 0,250 per 100 kin, which 
is equivalent to Yen 0,094 for 100 
pounds. 

"It might be Interesting to know 
that the Japanese manufacture a very 
good pulp from rice straw, and which j 
is equal to tho best chemical wood pulp 
for tho manufacture of Kuropean pa- 
pers. But, unfortunately, the expense 
attending the manufacture of this pulp I 
makes the product much higher In I 
price, than foreign or imported wood 
pulp referred to. Experiments aro be- 
ing made with a view of reducing the 
cost of manufacturing the rice straw 
pulp. 

in the Japanese paper mills at tho j 
Ehime Prefecture, they are now ex- 
perimenting with pnlp manufactured 
from waste wheat straw. This pro- 
duct is used in the manufacture of 
Japanese paper, being mixed In the 
process with materials known as 
'Kozu' and 'Mitsumata.' The writer Is 
not aware -whether any efforts havo 
been made to utilize the vast wasto 
wheat straw of the western provinces 
In this way. This appears to open a 
more profitable field for experiments 
than the usual way of disposing of 
straws of the various cereals that aro 
grown In such enormous quantities 
In Western Canada. 

"In respect to tho Japanese market 
Canada labors under advantages as 
well as disadvantages. Dealers In 
wood pulp have informed me that In 
ordering from Europe, scarcely less 
than ninety days elapse from the date 
Of the transmission of a cable order 
to the arrival of the pulp at a Jap- 
anese port. As has already been stat- 
ed, the pulp comes from Scandinavia 
and is thansferred to German ships at 
Hamburg. 

Transportation Charges 

"But while Canada may enjoy a 
great advantage in point of compara- 
tive proximity to the markets of the 
far cast, this is more than overcome 
by tho very cheap cost of transporta- 
tion from tho European ports. Freight

— The members 
of the A 7 ancouver Anti-Tuberculosis 
Auxiliary met in the board or trade 
robin yesterday afternoon for the pur- 
pose of adopting- a constitution of 
their own, having decided at a former 
meeting not to become a branch of the 
British Columbia Anti-Tuberculosis 
Hociety, but an auxiliary to that or- 
ganization, under a constitution and 
by-laws framed by themselves.

Ii, G. McPhillips, Who occupied the 
chair, read the now .constitution, one 
clause of which states the object of the 
auxiliary to be to assist the board of 
directors of the general society in se- 
curing funds for the erection of the 
sanitarium, to assist in furnishing and 
equipping the same, and to forward Its 
interests in any way considered desir- 
able by the auxiliary; to interest tin: 
pilblio in every way possible in the 
prevention and cure of tuberculosis; 
to acquire information of local tuber- 
culosis cases in need of aid, and to 
give Such aid as a local doctor ap- 
pointed by the auxiliary to investigate 
such cases, may advise. 

Any woman may become a member 
of the auxiliary by having her name 
tsent to the treasurer by some member 
of the society, and by paying upon en- 
rollment of membership a fee of fifty 
cents.

Vancouver, Jan. 31.— Dissension in 
tho Orange order in Vancouver as a 
result of the action of fifty Orangemen 
early in January waiting on Sir 
Charles Hlbbert Tupper and request- 
ing him to accept a Conservative no- 
mination In Vancouver reached a cli- 
max with tho announcement of C. W.

Mr. Sawers headed tho deputation 
which waited upon Sir Charles Hlb- 
bert Tupper. Mr. Sawers states that 
at the meeting of his lodge on Janu- 
ary ii-i, a resolution was passed on 
division that he be asked to_ declare 
in the public press that ho and those 
who accompanied him to see Sir 
Charles were not representing tho Or 
ango Order, but uctlng merely as pri 
vate citizens. 

Mr, Sawers proceeds to relate the 
events in Orange circles which led up 
to the Tupper delegation. Ho de- 
clares that tho move was opposed by 
Past Grand Master Thomas Duke on 
the ground he had promised his sup 
port to George H. Cowan. In this 
connection Mr. Sawers says: "Ho 
(•Mr. Duke) also stated that if I got up 
a requisition for Sir Hlbbert Tupper 
he would get a much larger number of 
Orangement to sign lor Mr. Cowan." 
Mr. Sawers says in conclusion: "Ow- 
ing to tho fact that the members of a 
certain small and well known clique, 
who think they own and control the 
Orange association and memners 
thereof in Vancouver, have sown dis 
sension for political purposes in my 
lodge, and not wishing to be master 
where the utmost honesty and good 
fellowship does not exist,'! feel that 
I should resign the position," 

Escaped the Lash. 

Vancouver, Jan. 31. — Two years and 
six months in tho provincial peniten- 
tiary, was the sentence meted out to 
Albert Hilton, found guilty of an in 
decent act. Hilton was drunk at tho 
time He committed tho offense, and 
this is what saved him. "Wero it not 
for your advanced ago and the fact 
that you were drunk, I would order 
you to have the lash," declared the 
court. Hilton is over sixty years of 
aff. ,. 

Vancouver Bridges. 

Vancouver, Jan. 31. — A. wire-was last 
night sent to J. A. L. Waddell, bridge 
engineer of Kansas City, who advised 
', the city in 190G concerning its propos- 
ed bridges, asking how soon ho could 
come to Vancouver to enter upon the 
work of preparing plans and profiles for 
the Westminster avonue and Granville 
street structures. Tho action was ad- 
vised by the special Bridge committee 
as the first step in a determined effort 
to have the contracts for the works 
awarded and some progress made on 
the actual construction this year. 



Cigars Proved Expensive 
Vancouver, Jan. 31, — For stealing 
| five boxes of cigars from the New 
Fountain hotel, Alexander ' McKenzio 
was this morning sent to jail for six 
months with hard labor. The Japa- 
nese, Mamada, who was also held as 
a suspect in tho caso, was- discharged, 
it being shown that he had no con- 
nection with it. McKenzie was found 
witli the cigars on him early in tho 
morning, and the story he told the. po- 
lice not being satisfactory he was 
taken into custody. He told the court 
that he bought the goods for $3 but 
his original story to tho police was 
that he got them for $2. There wero 
other discrepancies in his story and 
the court decided that he was guilty.

Miners Object to Alterations in Method 
of Timbering Made by 
Management

It is not believed the strike will 
spread to other properties of the same 
company.

If he doesn't answer the sum- 
mons tomorrow I will have him ipnt 
to jail for contempt of court." So 
spoke Magistrate Alexander this 
morning when another man appeared 
to answer tho charge against Georgo 
D. Goorgo, a. local cabman. Georgo 
was charged with driving his cab 
along the street without tho necessary 
light. 



License Restriction. 

Vancouver, Jan. 31.— in the West- 
minster avenue Presbyterian church 
last evening a largely attended meet- 
ing of ratepayers of South Vancouver 
listened to stirring addresses by tem- 
perance advocates and. reached tho 
conclusion that the granting of fur- 
ther licenses in the South Vancouver 
district would lead to the demoraliza- 
tion of-that community.

That is the ques- 
tion that must, necessarily be solved 
by the court to determine the fate of 
two Hindus, Gurra and Harnam Singh. 
They were arrested for conducting a 
ring-throwing unci snooting game on 
Cordova street. They had' licenses 
from the city to run the games. 

J. A. Russell appeared for the ac- 
cused, and told the court that the 
Hindus had acted on his advice in 
continuing the games. He might or 
might not have been wrong, but that 
would be determined later. He had 
seen nothing in the games that show- 
ed they were of the "chance" variety. 
He had also been advised by the 
chief of police that tho games could 
go on us long as they were not fakes. 

Tho games consisted o£ a bow and 
arrow affair and a ring- throwing de- 
vice.' In order to provide against Its 
Illegality money prizes had been taken 
away and articles placed in their stead. 
Counsel held that both wero games 
of skill, and on this point the court 
will Investigate before the caso comes 
up again on Tuesday next.

CURIOUS TRIBAL CUSTOMS. 

Wild Race of Papua In Which Women 
Have Much Influence. 

A Methodist missionary in British 
New Guinea — now known as Papua. — 
the Rev. W. E, Brownlow, has added 
to tho world's knowledge of tho cur- 
ious and little known races of the 
great north Pacific island by the dis- 
covery and partial taming of a now 
tribe. 

The race in question consists of 
about 20,000 blacks, living at a place 
called Dobu. The customs of the race 
are most curious. The Immigration 
policy is more drastic than that of 
•White Australia,' for all strangers 
have either to become full members of 
tho tribe or, be eaten. AVhen dealing 
With Mr. Brownlow, however, tho dif- 
ficulty was got over by malting him a 
father of the tribe. 

In an interview in Sydney, Mr. 
Brownlow gave some Interesting par- 
ticulars of the Dobuans' standard of 
civilization. The Dolman land laws, 
ho said, were, an example to modern 



countries. Each tribe and. each family 
had their own land a.nd no portion was 
allowed to go out of their possession' 
except- as a loan for a season's crop. 
Tho men married out of their owru 
tribe, and on their death' their land .be' 
come tho . property of their sisters' 
children, and so it was handed down 
from generation to generation within 
tho tribe. > " \ 

Women have great influence in the' 
affairs of the tribe and their duties 
are quite distinct from those of the 
men. The men clear the bush and dig 
the ground, and the women prepare it 
and plant yams, tho crop being theirs. 
If a man wanted any yams he had to; 
ask for them. The banana patch, how- j 
ever, was his own property. Wives I 
are obtained by purchase. If a man 
paid well for his wife he could thrash 
her occasionally, but 3ho could leave 
him if she did not like it and go back 
to her own village, where she still had 
a home. 

In the religion of the people, contin- 
ued Mr. Brownlow, there was some- 
thing of ancestral worship, A deceased 
relative was regarded as sacred and 
his name must not be mentioned on 
pain of death. An exception was made 
in tho case of any one being ill and 
given up by the medicine man. Tho 
latter might then call upon the name 
of an ancester, Invoking him to bring 
back the spirit of the dying man. 
Their heaven was a place whore the 
healthy, strong and goodlooking went. 
All the others went to hell. They be- 
lieve in a being who created them but 
left them alone afterwards. — Mel- 
bourne corespondencc, London Chron- 
icle.

New York, Jan. 31.— It would bo 
difficult to deduce any wo!l-l'ormed 
opinion of the outlook Tor business 
prospects or tho future values of se- 

■ curitles from the desultory drift of 
prices arid the. insignificant dealings 

| i" the day's stock market. 

It was assumed during tho dull 
period of the morning that the ap- 
pearance of the President's message 
was awaited, but when its publica- 
tion was followed by even greater 
dullness, the conclusion was forced 
that no radical shifting of ownership 
of stocks was being prompted bv the 
communication of the chief executive's 
views to congress. Prices ha 'dened 
immediately alter the circulation of 
the printed reports of the message, 
but it was obvious that this was a 
professional movement on the D.irt of 
those who had .sold stocks yesivlav 
on the supposed direction taken ;>y 
the expressed animosity to tho docu- 
ment in the market, and who were 
seeking the occasion of its publication 
to get their stocks back again. 
• The late afternoon presented an ap- 
pearance of almost complete stag- 
nacy. Operations in a few special 
stocks were without influence on the 
genera] market, and some of the most 
Influential stocks In the list, in their 
usual sympathy effect on the market, 
moved in contrary directions, i'lus- 
tratihg the utter lack of any consis- 
tent direction in the movement. On 
one occasion this was due to the 
transfer of a speculative account from 
one. " stock to another by selling one 
stock and buying the other, sales of 
Pennsylvania being made against pur- 
chases of Reading. 

The Coalers as a group were some- 
what distressed by the December net 
earnings reports of the Centra! Rail- 
road of New Jersey and the Delaware 
& Hudson, indicating inroads In the 
earning power of that group, in com- 
mon with the general railroad systems 
of the country. There was an attempt 
to arouse Interest in tho stocks and 
to connect a rise in their prices with 
tho consultation amongst leaders in 
the steel trade, which was in progress 
in this city yesterday. Preliminary 
estimates of the week's currency 
movement indicated another large ad- 
dition to cash holdings of the New 
York clearing house banks, although 
the flow of funds from the interior 
appears to be on a much diminished 
scale from that of last week and the 
week before. The closing of tho Ori- 
ental bank was of slight effect, as 
had been the previous similar affairs 
of the earlier part of the weok'., "-V-' 
There was some effect "of" depres- 



sion in the bond market today, in- 
cluding the old New York city Issues, 
as the result of the announcement. 

Bonds were irregular. Total sales, 
par value, $4,380,000. United States 
4s, registered, declined a quarter per 
cent on call.

TRADE IN^ CANADA 

Colder Weather Helping Business in 
the East — Improvement in 
Collections 

New York, Jan. 31. — Rradstreet's 
tomorrow will say: In Canada colder 
weather has stimulated retail trade in 
winter goods slightly, and given hope 
of reducing retailers' stock somewhat. 
Country trade especially looks belter, 
and collections feel I he benefit. In 
wholesale and jobbing lines there is 
considerable caution exhibited in or- 
dering for spring. The ready-made 
clothing trade is dull, but there are 
fewer cancellations, drain is moving 
quite freely in the Northwest, and 
there is a notable absence of the talk 
of ear shortage so common in other 
years. Trade and industry is quiet in 
British Columbia. There were 44 fail- 
ures in Canada this week, against 51 
last week,, and 20 in the corresponding 
week a year ago.

T. Wlngen, and his grown-up son, 
both of whom are in the employ of the 
Dominion government as life sa"ers at 
LT (Unlet, were convicted before Magis- 
trate Nelll yesterday morni'ig 011 
charges of supplying Indians with 
liquor, says the Alberni Pioneer-News.

So serious oil 
this complaint become with Dan and 
his compatriots that they did not see 
how they could live through the jour- 
ney home without something that would 
answer where water litis often '.r-en 
known to fall on account of its run- 
Invigorating qualities, and here it ,vas 
that the life savers felt called upon 
to act, after, of course, r.h question 
of seductive price had been settled. 

Before the Indians .could he put 
aboard their boat at New Alberni 
some of the people of that t iy.'n know 
what had happened. 

There being only one policeman Ccr 
the two towns, and most of his atten- 
tion being required here, the arm of 
the law could not reach out lo the 
scene of the trouble in time lo nab 
the offenders before they had set out 
lor home. But that relentless arm 
kept reaching till it reached the re- 
quired distance, ami, on Thursday 
night Constable J. H. Kvarnp of Uclu- 
let delivered the prisoners into the 
Custody of Chief Constable Cox at 
Alberni.

VICTORIA DAILY COLOJMST 
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DEBATE THE QUESTION 
OF NEW HIGH SCHOOL 



School Trustees Divided on the 
Idea — Will Ask for Large 
Sum of Money 



Yesterday afternoon the school 
board further considered the osttmutes 
of expenditure -which will be submit- 
ted to the city council. On Thursday 
the board passed the estimates for or- 
dinary expenditure but when the ex- 
traordinary expenditures came to bo 
considered Chairman George Jay made 
a suggestion as to the necessity of a 
new High school to allow of the pres- 
ent High school being used to increase 
the accommodation and relieve the 
congestion at the other schools. This 
suggestion was considered of suffi- 
cient importance to warrant an ad- 
journment of the meeting until yes- 
terday afternoon, thus allowing the 
trustees time to consider the matter. 

At yesterday's meeting the estimates 
of ordinary expenditure passed the 
evening before were again gone over 
and it was decided to reduce them 
from $9S,000, the figure first fixed 
upon, to $07,000, the $1,000 being taken 
from the estimate for salaries. 

In considering the estimates for ex- 
traordinary expenditure it was decided 
to recommend to the city council the 
raising of $4,500 for increased accom- 
modation at the Kingston street school 
which It is proposed to add two more 
rooms and the raising of $2,000 for 
two portable schools. Chairman Jay, 
reverting to the -proposition of a new 
High school stated that he thought 
5100,000 should be asked for new 
buildings. He advocated the idea of 
u. new High school, but the members 
of the board were not unanimous on 
this matter. Trustee McNeil objected 
on the ground that the above amount 
was altogether too much to ask for 
this year. The ordinar 
bad been increased $14,000 over that 
of last year and he thought the city 
could well do with the pTcsent High 
school arrangements inasmuch as the 
questions of a. university and normal 
school have not yet been settled. He 
claimed that public schools should be 
provided first and that a smaller 
amount, $05,000 or $75,000 would be 
quite ample. He asked to have his 
objection recorded provided any 
amount raised were used for a new 
High school. He pointed out the ne- 
cessity of increased accommodation in 
the northeastern part of the city 
which is rapidly growing. 

Several members of the board fav- 
ored the new High school idea and ad- 
vocated raising money for that pur- 
pose but it was finally decided to let 
the question of whether the money 
Shall, if granted, be used for new pub- 
lic schools or a high school stand over 
until the regular meeting.

paper, tliat I might very easily mix 
the two. 

Why the Objection 
Now, the hon. the leader of the op- 
position, held in his speech on this 
bill the other day, that it could not 
' possibly apply to the Japanese. If 
that is so, sir, why then docs he make 
the objection, which he has today pre- 
sented to the house. He states that 
we arc making it a question of poli- 
tics. But I cannot see any better evi- 
dence of a desire to make political 
capital out of this matter than would 
become apparent if I wore to accept 
the hon. gentleman's advice. 

Mr. Macdonald: The statement 
which was made was this: That the 
bill as it stood wont as far as this 
legislature could possibly go, in the 
face of the legislation, which exists 
on this subject at Ottawa. It is with- 
in our jurisdiction to keep out Hindus, 
but we should not invite disallowance. 

Hon. Mr. Bowser: Will the hon. 
gentleman say whether or not it is a 
good, bill 

Mr. Macdonald: It is good as far 
us it goes. 

Hon. Mr. Bowser: In any event I 
take it for granted that as far as the 
jurisdiction of this house and the con- 
stitutionality of the measure is con- 
cerned, it will make no difference 
whatever, if it should be 'brought be- 
fore the courts, whether sub-section 
If is in it or not. But I am going 
to set at rest all question, whether 
this point be raised in this house or 
outside of it, as to my Intention to 
make this bill as effective as possible.

Question of Disallowance 

My hon. friend is now very much 
afraid that if this sub-section is 
struck out of the bill, it will be dis- 
allowed. But, sir, I do not know why 
this bill should at all of necessity be 
disallowed. (Hear, hear.) As far as 
the government at Ottawa is concern- 
ed, the constitutional point Is not 
raised at all. The simple fact is that 
they have disallowed alt our bills. Tho 
hon. member for Rossland has said 
that any bill which was passed on. 
this subject prior to tho making of tho 
treaty with Japan, was quite within 
our power, and yet the hill which 
then passed was also disallowed. 

The hon. gentleman says that this 
is a political move; but I think it will 
bo admitted that he, at all events, has 
himself made a political speech today 
in this house, and very apparently 
witli the object of helping his friends 
out at Ottawa on the question of dis- 
allowance. (Hear, near.) But, why, 
sir, do these people not give us a 
chance to settle tho constitutionality 
of this question in the courts! And 
^1 now appeal to the hon. gentleman 
to use tho influence which he undoubt- 
edly 1ms at Ottawa in order to prevent 
the disallowance of this bill, and to 
permit it to be brought before the 
courts of this country. (Hear, hear.) 
And I am, sir, nuite sure of this, that 
the people would far rather have tho 
courts decide upon the constitutional- 
ity of this bill than have it left to 
the mercy of the Hon. Mr. Aylesworth, 
who can have it disallowed for politi- 
cal reasons. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Macdonald: He was not the 
minister of justice who previously rec- 
ommended the disallowance of a simi- 
lar bill. 

Hon. Mi\ Bowser: I now remember 
that it was Sir Charles Fitzpatrlck, 
who at that time filled tho position of 
minister of justice. I may say, sir, 
that I have before mo a report of a 
speech marie by the hon. member for 
Delta charging us with lack of 'sin- 
cerity, refers to this very sub-section 
F. f. as proof of our insincerity upon 
this question. 

Mr. Oliver and the Press 
Mr. Oliver: AVhat Is your authority 
expenditure | for that statement? 

Hon. Mr. Bowser: The Colonist. 
And if this is not satisfactory, appeal 
may bo made to the Times on this 
subject. 

Mr. Oliver: The Colonist has fol- 
lowed in this instance its usual course 
of stating- exactly tho opposite of 
what I really did say. 

Mr. Hawthornthwaite: Does the 
hon; gentleman desire to imply that 
he always means exactly the opposite 
of what he is quoted as saying? 
(Laughter.) 

Mr. Oliver: It was not a question 
of constitutionality that I was dis- 
cussing, but one of law. 

Hon. Mr. MeBride: Do you really 
know now what you actually said 
then. (Laughter.) 

Hon. Mr. Bowser: The hon. gentle- 
man has spoken so much on this sub- 
ject in this house that no one can 
possibly remember what he really may 
have said at any particular time. 
(Laughter.) 

Hopes for Daylight Proceedings. 
I wish, sir, to emphasize the fact 
thatthe government desires to make 
this bill as effective as possible, and 
we particularly do not wish to have 
our motives impugned and to have it 
said that we are insincere when we 
arc introducing this bill and passing 
it through the house with the most 
honest intentions in. the world. (Hear, 
hear.) I have decided to ask the 
house to strike out sub-section P, and 
I trust that eventually the fate of this 
hill will not be settled through con- 
ferences held behind the closed doors 
of the inner office of the minister of 
justice at Ottawa, but that the peo- 
ple at Ottawa will give us the op- 
portunity of having it settled in the 
broad light of day, before the judges 
in our courts. (Cheers.) And the 
question of sub-section P. whether 
in tliat event it were in the act or not, 
would make no difference whatever 
in regard to the unconstitutionality of 
the measure. (Hear, hear.) 

Not to Japanese or Chinese. 
Mr. Macdonald laid strong stress 
upon section 95 of the B. N. A. act as 
fixing, and in a very clear fashion, 
the respective jurisdictions of the Do- 
minion and of tho provincial legis- 
latures in the matter of legislation. 
He further insisted ho had not said 
that this bill was not effective, but 
he had the other day pointed out that 
by the terms of the Imperial act itself 
this bill could not apply to the Japa- 
nese and Chinese. And he submitted 
that no attempt had been made to 
meet that statement. And they should 
keep within their jurisdiction in or- 
der to give the Dominion government 
no excuse for disallowance. 

Hon. Mr. Bowser — But this same 
legislation was disallowed before when 
this very same section was included 
in it. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Macdonald — Tliat is perfectly 
true. And it may be disallowed again. 
As far as we are concerned wo will 
use all the influence we have and 
every effort and every possible argu- 
ment on the Dominion authorities at 
Ottawa to let this bill become law, 
and to give the lion, the attorney- 
general an opportunity to enforce it. 
But the hon. gentleman is no 
the very course to encourag 
bring about disallowance. 

Says It's Ultra Vires. 
Mr. A. E. McPhillips. K. C— Does 
the hon. gentleman bold that this hill 
is u lira vires? 

Mr. Macdonald— I do not go quite 
the length of saying that, even with 
this sub-section struck out it Is ultra, 
vires. But if it is left In we will 
show clearly that we did no( intend 
In go outside of our constitutional 
jurisdiction, anil in tliat way give 
some color of excuse, if I may say so, 
for the disallowance of this bill by 
the government at Ottawa. 

Mir. NKr-Pn'llllps— -No real right is 
invested in the Federal government 
to disallow any act of a provincial 
government on the ground that it is 
ultra vires. 

Mr. McPhillips quoted Clement both 
In support of this position and as cor- 
recting the error Into which Prof. 
Dicey had fallen in his treatment of 
this subject. He further remembered 
Joseph Martin arraigning, in his strik- 
ing way, the authorities at Ottawa for 
disallovvnnce on the ground of ultra 
vires. But supposing that sub-sec- 
tion P was struck out, would this 
change the law? 

Mr. Macdonald: The exact position 
which T take is this, thnt federal logls- 
Inrlnri most prevail undpr section 05 
of the B. N. N. act. Is II not heller, In 
these riroum.-itances, to leave sub- sec- 
tion F in? 

Mr. McPhillips: As a lawyer, I do 
not think that our legislation nn this 
subject, can pass the gauntlet of the 
courts. My linn, friend says it will 
apply to Hindus, but not. to Japanese 
and Chinese. But, suppose thai the 
courts should decide tliat Dominion 
legislation is not effective, as against 
provincial legislation on this subject! 
It would not bo tho first time that 
provincial has prevailed over federal 
legislation. (Hear, hear.) The reten- 
tion of subsection F really moans this: 



that we openly make our legislation 
subservient to federal legislation. The 
hon. gentleman quoted from Mr. Jus- 
tice Clement's work, page 65, on this 
point. . 

Mr. Hawthornthwaite: Do I un- 
derstand the leader of the opposition 
to say that this province has not the 
right to exclude the Japanese? 

Mr. Macdonald: Exactly, In view 
of the legislation at Ottawa, in re- 
spect to tho Japanese, and the Chi- 
nese, as woll. 

Why the Imprint of Doubt? 

Mr. McPhillipd brought up the deci- 
sion given in the court of first Instance 
here, confirming tho rights of settlers 
in the famous Eaquimalt & Nanalmo 
Railway company land belt case. Now, 
this decision had been set aside by 
the supreme court, but afterwards re- 
stored by the highest tribunal In tho 
Empire. 

Mr. Macdonald: Is not tho hon. 
gentleman In theso remarks muklng a 
reflection on tho chief justice and the 
three judges of tho supreme court? 

Mr. McPhillips: I cannot help that. 
Sir Robert Pindlay, an ex-attorney- 
general of England, with Messrs. Si- 
mons and Greene, distinguished coun- 
sel, argued this important case before 
the Privy Council. The decision of 
Mr. Justice Martin here was restored. 
If we withdraw sub-section F, this act 
will be ric less effective. Then, why 
quarrel or debate about It? We 
frankly admit that If our legislation 
contravenes section 95, federal legis- 
lation should prevail. But why, if we 
legislate at all on this matter, should 
we place the Imprint of doubt upon 



our own statutes? (Hear, hear.) Let j Ottawa were true 



Asiatic immigration legislation the 

better. The house and country could 
rest aisured that the working classes 
of this province would not long toler- 
ate the ' presence of these races on 
these Bhores, or the continuance in 
force of the policy which permitted 
them to come here. 

Asiatics Must) Go. 
And ho had no hesitation whatever 
yin saying, and he himself would most 
cheerfully assist in the work, that if 
the working classes could not get rid 
of theso Orientals by constitutional 
means they would assuredly get rid of 
them by unconstitutional means, and 
by any and every means In their power. 
Japanese Are Soldiers." 
"I believe, Mr. Chairman," the mem- 
ber for Nanaimo continued, "that near- 
ly all of tho 25,000 Japanese In this 
province is a trained soldier, armed 
or not, I do not know, but ready at any 
time to take possession of • our pro- 
vince. I believe that there Is an army 
of 20,000 Japanese In British Columbia 
ready to rise up and take it by force. 
We know that wo cannot despise these 
Japanoso and we know what an army 
20,000 determined men can do. In 
view of the friction wliich exists be- 
tween the TJnltcil States and Japan 
the presence of those men in British 
Columbia would render us liable in the 
event of war to an armed invasion 
from the south. Something must be 
done and must be done at once." 
Constitutionality Questions. 
Mr. Macdonald — If the charge that 
trying to help our friends at 
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the courts settle the. question! (Ap- 
plause.) 

Opinions Differ. 

I think, after all, that the hon. the 
Attorney-general has proceeded right- 
ly in moving to have this section 
struck out. (Hear, hear.) 

I do not myself say that in the cir- 
cumstances we can through our legisla- 
tion exclude the Japanese. But all the 
lawyers who are members of this 
house, as well as members of the pro- 
fession outside of this house, do not 
share that view, and take the ground 
that notwithstanding the treaty au- 
thority for his legislation exists. And 
we must remember this, tliat our own 
opinions are not always the opinions 
which in the end prevail. " The ' very 
opinion which was given by the hon. 
gentleman (Mr. Macdonald) on the 
Settlers' act litigation is a caso pre- 
cisely in point. Tliat opinion did not 
prevail before our highest tribunal, the 
privy council. (Hear, hear.) The hon. 
gentleman says now that, this bill will 
not be effective. While the hon. the 
attorney-general says that it will be 
effective. Now, in these circum- 
stances and with our past experience 
before us what right have we to raise 
our hands against this measure, which 
may in the end prove to be effective. 
(Hear, hear.) Even the drowning man 
grasps at a .straw, and why should not 
tliis legislature in our bitter situation 
grasp at tills piece of paper and make 
it into law with the hope that it may 
be enforced. (Hear, hear.) For the 
people of this province are crying out 
and most loudly for precisely this sort 
of legislation. Let the courts decido 
the question! (Cheers.) The retention 
of sub-section P. f. is doing much 
more than merely placing the imprint 
of doubt upon our own legislation, for 
it is a direct admission that a large 
number of this class of people can 
come lh under this law. (Hear, hear.) 
Foregone Conclusion 
Parker Williams (Newcastle) said 
tliat the Socialists;, did not take much 
interest in the bill, because they felt 
that its disallowance was a foregone 
conclusion. If prevented from coming 
hero through artificial methods the 
Hindu problem lacked a serious aspect, 
and if the bill were merely to be ef- 
fective against these people and not 
against the Japanese and Chinese it 
lost importance. But this fact was 
not to be forgotten, that, if tho opin 
ion of the hon. member for Rossland 
(Mr. Macdonald) had prevailed in this 
legislature in the case of the Settlers' 
act there would have been absolutely 
nothing to go before the courts. (Hear, 
hear.) 

Dominion and Hindus 

Mr. McPhillips: If the government 
at Ottawa really desires to exclude the 
Hindus, in my opinion, this can be 
readily and at once accomplished by 
the passage of an order in council un- 
der section 30 of the Immigration act. 

Mr. Macdonald: I am familiar with 
that section. 

Mr. McPhillips read the section 
mentioned, and cited authorities 
Show that the Ottawa government 
could pass legislation under this sec 
tion of the act excluding Hindus if 
they so desired. 

Sub-Section Goes Out 
Tlie debate continued for sometime 
various members expressing their 
views upon the effect of striking out 
the sub-section. 

Finally the chairman put the ques- 
tion, and the motion to strike out sub- 
section F carried, the three Socialists 
voting with the government, the Lib- 
erals being a unit in opposing the re- 
moval. 

Amendment Movod 

Mr. Hawthornthwaite moved the 
following amendment: 

"That this act shall not come Into 
effect or force as far as Chinese are 
concerned so long as the $500 head 
tax exists to regulate their entry into 
Canada or as far as Japanese immi- 
grants are concerned, provided that an 
effective agreement is entered into and 
is being carried out between the Do- 
minion government and the govern- 
ment of Japan providing for the non- 
entry into Canada of Japanese artisans 
or laborers." 

Objections Raised 
Hon. Mr. Bowser: I object to this 
amendment on the ground that it will 
not at all subserve the object we have 
li\ view in placing this measure be- 
fore the house. It will be both In- 
jurious to the bill and ineffective, 

Mr. Macdonald — The pussago of this 
amendment would put it up to Ottawa 
to disallow this bill, and if it is passed 
the bill will be unconstitutional. l Tho 
Intention of both the propositions 
which have been laid before the house 
this afternoon is perfectly plain; that 
both the government and the Socialist 
members of this house are not willing 
that this house shall pass effective 
leglsli) ' ion with respect to Oriental 
Immigration. The real object of both 
parties Is to secure a good campaign 
cry. 

Looking for Loophole. 

Mr. Hawthornthwaite branded tho 
statement of the leader of the opposi- 
tion that the Socialists lacked sincer- 
ity upon this question a slander. The 
fact was, that the hon. member for 
Rossland was frying to find loopholes 
to defend and screen his political 
friends at Ottawa. While tho solo ob- 
ject that the Socialist party had in 
view was tho defence of tho proper 
constitutional rights of this legisla- 
ture. The sooner tho people of this 
province discovered exactly what their 
Constitutional rights in respect to 



irould be willing 
Ike out sub-section P and thus 
give the government at Ottawa an ex- 
cuse to disallow the act. 

Mr. McPhillips — After all Is said and 
done, the objection of the honorable 
member is directed to tho ultra vires of 
this bill, and if it bo ultra vires what 
is the condition of affairs? I refer the 
house in these circumstances to Cle- 
ment's work, page 15l>5, where it is 
stated that this view is grounded on a 
misconception of the nature of federal- 
ism, and where it Is further pointed 
out that a very sharp line of distinction 
must be drawn between the power of 
the federal government disallowing an 
act by reason of political expediency 
and the power of the courts to de- 
cide upon the ultra vires of provincial 
aots. 

The amendment of the honorable 
member for Nanalmo, if adopted, wou'd 
Justify the government at Ottawa in 
disallowing' this act from reasons of 
political expediency because it is in the 
nature of an interference with the un- 
derstanding which at the present time 
exists between the governments of Can- 
ada and of Japan. 

If it be merely a question of ultra 
vires that is involved this bill should 
certainly not bn disallowed but should 
go to the courts for settlement on the 
constitutional point. (Hear, hear.) But 
this house and every one that is con- 
cerned in the final settlement of this 
grave and important issue must re- 
member tliat if thees Oriental peoples 
are allowed to come into this country 
the groat grand jury, the people of Can- 
ada, must decide. (Cheers.) 

Bill Is Reported. 
The other sections of the bill were 
read and passed without further debate. 
In schedule B the numbers 1<)07 were 
changed to read 1908. 

The committee then rose and reported 
tho bill as amended. It will come up 
for final passing on Monday next. 

The adjournment of the house was 
moved by Premier MeBride at 1:30 p.m. 
Lieutenant-Governor's Dismissal. 
Mr. Oliver's motion booking to the 
dismissal of the .limitenant-govcriior 
reads us follows: < i 

"Whereas at the last session of this 
house bill No. 30, entitled 'An Act to 
Regulate Immigration into British Co- 
lumbia,' unanimously passed the third 
reading, but the King's assent thereto 
was withheld by his honor, tho lieuten- 
ant-governor and the said bill was re- 
served for the signification of the pleas- 
ure of his excellency, the governor-gen- 
eral of Canada; 

' "And whereas it appears that his 
honor reserved the said bill without in- 
structions from his excellency the gov- 
ernor-general to do so, and at a time 
when it appears that the Wellington 
Colliery company, of which his honor 
was still president, was under contract 
to give employment to a large number 
of Asiatics to bo brought Into this prov- 
inco by an immigration company, con- 
trary to the spirit, if not to the letter, 
of our laws, and contrary to the al- 
most unanimous sentiment of tho peo- 
ple of British Columbia against Ori- 
ental Immigration into this province: 

"And whereas, by reason of the above, 
the confidence ' of the people of this 
province in his honor, the lieutenant- 
governor is greatly impaired, if not 
wholly destroyed: 

"Therefore, ' be it resolved, that an 
bumble address be presented to his ex- 
cellency, the governor-general of Can- 
ada, praying for tin? removal of the 
Honorable James Dunsmulr from tho 
office of lieutenant-governor of the 
province of British Columbia.' 

Mr. Hawthornthwaite Also Moves. 
That of Mr. Hawthornthwaite is as 
follows: 

"Whereas, during tho last session of 
this house, a bill was Introduced in- 
titled 'An Act to Regulate Immigra- 
tion into British Columbia.' with tho 
object and intent of preventing a fur- 
ther influx into tills province of 'back- 
ward races,' notably certain of the sub- 
jects of his imperial majesty tho Mi- 
kado of Japan; and 

"Whereas, tho said bill, as amended, 
successfully passed through the various 
stages in this legislature, was supported 
by the members of the executive coun- 
cil at that time present, and was en- 
acted, so far as ft lay ' In the power 
of the members of this legislature; and 
"Whereas the Honorable James Duns- 
mulr, lieutenant-governor of this prov- 
ince, refused to assent to the passage of 
said bill; and 

"Whereas the Hon. Richard MeBride, 
premier of British Columbia, lias pub- 
licly stated that the lieutenant-governor 
was not advised by ids government to 
refuse to give his assent to said bill; 
and 

"Whereas it has transpired, during an 
investigation by the deputy minister of 
labor, MacKenzic King, acting under In- 
structions from the Dominion govern- 
ment. Into the causes and nature of the 
extraordinary immigration of Japanese 
laborers Into this province, that tho 
Honorable James Dunsmulr, in his pri- 
vate capacity as an operator of coal 
mines In this province, had, on or about 
tho time of the passage of said bill, en- 
tered Into a contract, with the Canadian 
Nippon company ,of Vancouver, to, pro- 
cure five hundred Japanese coolies for 
exploitation In his coal mines; nnd 

"Whereas thd passage of the afore- 
said bill would have had the effect of 
delaying or preventing the coming into 
this province of the laborers aforesaid; 

Therefore, be it resolved. that this 
house appeal to the governor-general 
of this Dominion to investigate, into all 
these matters, 'and' should It be ascer- 
tained that the Honorable .lames Duns- 
mulr lias acted unconstitutionally, that 
ho be dismissed forthwith from office.

Ports Where Adventurers From 
All Over World 
Meet 



Tbo China coast from Singapore to 
Vladivostok Is tlie pasture for the gen- 
tleman adventurer, the confidence man 
and the beachcomber from every par- 
allel. They take in the coast coming 
and going, If there is a bit of un- 
pleasantness with the police of Ber- 
lin, St. Petersburg, Chicago or Sun 
Francisco, the genteel highwayman 
makes for tlie land that lies east of 
tho ISOth meridian, there to come to 
a sure reward that is golden and take 
a little pleasure in passing. 

All this comes about because the 
colonies of Europeans scattered from 
the Straits up along tho coast to the 
frozen circle are always gull'ble, ow- 
ing to their insularity. Provincial 
from long living away from tho whir 
of tilings in Europe and America, the 
people who constitute tlie little for- 
eign colonies in the various ports of 
China, Japan and the Straits Settle- 
ments fall easy prey to the suave ton- 
gue and the polished manners of the 
wayfarer who plunders. 

After one colony is fleeced the dis- 
criminating rogue moves on to an- 
other, leaving behind a broad track of 
bitter memories, Here is the instance! 
of the polished gentleman who dropped! 
Into Yokohama a few years ago with I 
a batch of letters of introduction from, | 
hypothetical persons in India. 

This Capt. Plunk was so dashing a 
fellow that the English In Yokohama! 
took him up with gusto. He lived at 
the best hotel, ordered expensive su 
from Tom, the Chinese tailor, and 
was dined 011 the Bluff with all tlie 
comical eclat that is of the English 
colony colonial, 

Then Capt. Plank consented to take 
the leading part in some private 
theatricals. He wooed tlie daughter of 
a bank manager at rehearsals, borrow- 
ed ,),000 yen and a diamond ring from 
the girl's lather, and on tlie eve of the 
performance eloped with the daughter, 
the diamond ring, and the money. He 
cast the girl off at Hong Kong and 
travelled light into the unknown wa- 
ters beyond. 

Hardly had, Yokohama society recov- 
ered from the shock of this experience 
when Mine. Nemo, the name will fit 
as well as any other, dropped into 
town. It was during tlie IUisso-Jup- 
anese war. 

Mine. Nqmo said that she was ac- 
credited as a correspondent of the 
London Mall to write some of the real 
Inside history of tlie war. She bore 
fetter, subsequently found to be forg- 
ed, from a London editor to Mrs. Hugh 
Frazer, tlie well-known writer on things 
Japanese) and wife of a former minis 
ter to Japan. 

Mine. Nomo came to town in Novem 
ber. It was chilly, tout the engaging 
lady with the slight Scandinavian ac- 
cent wore her summer lawns. Shortly 
after the story crept up the coast that 
her trunks had been held for a board 
bill by the Astor Houso in Shanghai. 

Mrs. Frazor and others who had ac- 
cepted tlie lady as genuine flouted tho 
story, and she obtained a temporary 
advance from some of her admirers 
among tlie ladles of the English col- 
ony. She blossomed out in new suits 
and her faded beauty was brightened 
uy the change. She attended all the 
exclusive functions given in Yokohama 
and Toklo and was high in tin; social 
world when suddenly she left town. 

It was only after she had taken a 
steamer at Kobe for Shanghai, on 
money wheedled out of a rich Ameri- 
can in the former port, that It became 
known that she had worked a blackmail 
game on an Englishman who lived on 
thin ice In Yokohama, borrowed var- 
ious hundreds of yen from the wo- 
men who had hefriended her, and had 
been suspiciously near to spying on 
some of the Japanese secrets. 

Mnic, Nemo afterward horsewhipped 
a Russian secretary of legation in the 
Astor House at Shanghai and disap- 
peared. Yet tho folk in Yokohama 
still speak of her as "such a really 
charming person." 

The Uuno in the red dinner coat 
was the tjm days' wonder of Shanghai 



few years ago. It was tho red din 
nor coat that did it all. Because ho 
dropped into tlie dining room on the 
evening of his arrival garbed in sear 
let all of the men who make the Astor 
House their club and the centre of 
their existence jumped to the conclu- 
sion that the Danish gentleman, whose 
name appeared on the register with a 
title prefixed, must bo a person of 
circumstance. Red dinner coats were 
immediately ordered from the Chinese 
tailors of Shanghai and overtures were 
made for tlie banish gentleman's ac- 
quaintance. He held aloof for just tho 
psychological period, tantalizing tlie 
men and fascinating the women. Then 
he allowed two of the wealthiest men 
in the foreign colony of Shanghai to 
become his intimates, sold them several 
thousand taels' worth of stock in a 
tin mine in the Malay states, and 
moved on. There were no more red 
dinner coats in the Astor dining room 
after that, and for some months Danes 
were as scarce as the tin in the Malay 
mines. 

Not all of the strange gentry that 
circulate through the ports of the 
coast are boasts of prey. Some are de- 
lightfully unique and also harmless. 
The antics of Capt. Miles Reilly,. pf the 
steamship Montara, is a case in point. 
Captain Reilly had taken one of the 
Spreckles steamers out of San Fran- 
cisco, bound for Pctropavlovsky, on the 
Siberian coast. Tho ship was laden 
with contraband of war, and two Jap- 
anese cruisers intercepted Capt. Reilly 
just before he made tlie desolate north- 
ern port. 

They brought the Montara down to 
Yokohama and held Capt. Reilly as a 
witness to testify at the prize court 
proceedings. Japanese never do any- 
thing In a hurry. Court adjourned for 
the hot months just after Capt. Reilly 
arrived in Yokohama. He chafed and 
swore at delays and his soul irked him 
so that iie turned to strange pleasures. 
The first tiling he did was to give his 
plug hat to the rickshaw boy who pull- 
ed ill in about the streets. The hoy was 
promptly arrested by the police on sus- 
picion tliat he had stolen the hat. Af- 
ter Reilly had convinced the authori- 
ties that the boy did not steal the hat 
and tliat he had a right to wear it the 
police made the coolie paint his license 
number in scrawling white ideographs 
on tlie hinter side of the glossy crown. 
After that. Yokohama, never tired, of 
j'^j seeing Reilly trundling down Main 
street behind tlie sweating, almost 
naked coolie and the rakish plug hat 
adorned with white Ideographs. Reilly 
always pointed with pride at the giddy 
rickshaw boy as ho passed acquain- 
tances. It was tliat same Reilly who 
one night, glowing with Celtic fun, be- 
thought himself of playing circus. It 
was in a large Japanese tea house, 
wherein paper screens only separated 
the rooms. Reilly arose from his mat 
In one room at the far end of the 
house and plunged through all of tho
